Huerta has given the United States | 
Government until midnight to-night | 


to recognize his Government. 

If recognition is not forthcoming, 
all communication between the two 
nations will be stopped, according to 


an official statement made to-night. 

The text of the notes exchanged will 
not be made public until the answer of 
the United States is received. 

The answer to the Lind note was de- 
livered to-day after a short Cabinet 
meeting. 

Mr. Lind had a conference to-night 
with President Huerta which lasted 
an hour and a half. At its close he 
announced that the interview had 
been a cordial one. 

The Huerta pronunciamento is 
taken here with the utmost serious- 
ness. 

The news leaked out and spread like 
wildfire this afternoon. President 
Huerta’s action met general approval, 
but there was grave apprehension as 
to the possible action of the United 
States. 

Exchange advanced 10 points early 
this afternoon, and was still rising 
when the market closed. 

President Huerta announced that 
Mexico wa8S prepared to assume the 
‘responsibility for her action, and said 
that national dignity demanded such 
determined action on the part of the 
Mexicar? Government. The Ministry 
showed no excitement, and it was evi- 
dent that their stand had been deter- 
mined upon after serious considera- 
tion. 

The members of the Cabinet had 
been in consultation with prominent 


members of various political parties. 


A prominent member of the Liberal 
Party, who refused to be quoted for 
political reasons, said that President 
Huerta would never resign, and would 


never permit the interference of an- 


other nation in the affairs of Mexico. 
Despite the fact that Huerta was a 
member of another party than his, he 
said he believed that the majority of 
Mexicans would support him in his 


stand, as he was thought the only 


man able to handle the present situa- 
tion and establish peace. 

While it is rumored here that Eu- 
rope and Japan are backing the 
United States, this is denied here. 


It was rumored here late this after- 


noon that the United States did not 


take the Mexican answer as final. 
This is regarded here as a serious 
wuscake. laying tne United States open 
to further rebuff from Mexico. 

It is remarked by prominent men 


that President Huerta is taking his 


stand while fully cognizant of the 
strength of the United States, but his 
action is regarded as precluding 
further delay on the part of the Wash- 
ington Government in the declaration 


of its policy toward Mexico. It is be- 


lieved that the Huerta Government is 


desirous to know what action to take 
at once, without further equivocation 
on the part of the United States. 

The general belief here is that Wash- 
ington is playing an internal political 


game and is purposely delaying the 


solution of the Mexican problem pend- 


‘ing action on the tariff. 

The sentiment of Americans here is 
that unless Washington makes clear 
fits position, giving American citizens 
here.to understand what is to be ex- 
pected, representations will be made 
to other. nattons to insure action. 

No statement could be obtained from 
Mr. Lind to-night. 

It was learned late to-night that the 
Mexican answer to the Lind = note 
would not be presented for two or 
three days, if any answer was made. 
The Embassy officials are greatly ex- 
cited over the evident leak in the text

CASTRO STRONGHOLD FALLS 


Loyal Troops Take Coro—Colombia 
Expresses Friendship for Gomez. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Aug. 18.— 
|Coro, the town in the State of Falcon 
{where the revolution first’ broke . out, 
jhas been recaptured by Government 
troops after.a fierce battle, according to 
advices brought here to-day by a schoon- 
er from the scene of hostilities. The 
revolutionary leaders, Gen. Lazaro Gon- 
zales and Gen. Urbina, are said to have 
been Rilled in the fight. ’ 

The report,that the Gomez Govern- 
ment has reached‘an understanding with 
the rebels at Coro for the detention of 
members of ex-President Castro’s fam- 
ily is contradicted by later advices from 
Coro. 

A small force of Government troops is 
reported to have been defeated at Cina- 
maica by rebels.

CARACAS, Aug. -18.—Notwithstand- 
ing new uprisings which have broken 
out at various points in Venezuelan ter- 
ritory, it has not been considered neces- 
Sary to send expeditions from the army 
of President Gomez, now camped at 
Maracay, to suppress them. 

Gen. Torres Castro, the son of the ex- 
Dictator, and his followers, who were 
captured at Macuro, have been incar- 
cerated in the fort at Puerto Cabello. 

The Government of Colombia to-day 
notified the Venezuelan Government that 
Emiliano Lizzaza had been appointed 
Colombian Minister at Caracas in suc- 
cession to Dr. J. C. Borda, and the hope 
was expressed that the friendly relations 
now existing between the two countries 
would be continued.

THIRD RAIL KILLS BATHER. 


Girl in Dripping Suit Makes Short 
Circuit—Flung from Rail to Rail. 


While bathing with a’ ‘number of 
friends yesterday afternoon at Edge- 
mere, L. I., Margaret Wesley, 21 years 
old, complained that she felt too chilly 
to stay in longer and on the advice of her 
companions started to run to the home 
of Mrs. Roth Henderson at 16 Far Rock- 
away Boulevard, Edgemere, by whom 
was employed in the household. 
As the house is only 400 yards from the 








beach, with the electric line of the 
Long island Railroad between, none 
of her companions accompanied her. 


They saw her leave the water with her 
bathing suit still dripping, run up the 
beach, cllmb a wire fence protecting 
the tracks and disappear. 

When the other bathers left the water 
they were attracted by a crowd which 
had poured out-of a car of the trolley 
line skirting the Long Island Railroad. 
In the centre of this group the bathers 
found the conductor of the car en- 
deavoring to remove the body of their 
friend from the electric third rail, over 
which it had fallen. The young woman 
was dead. 

Thefte had been no witnesses to the 
accident but the girl’s foot prints, still 
marked with dampness, and the line 
left bv her dripping bathing suit, told 
the story. She had been careful to 
avoid the deadly third rail, stepping 
widely across it, but tne sait water 
dripping from her bathing suit had 
formed a_ short circuit. Under the 
shock she had falien on the third rail, 
and by force of the direct contact been 
hurled more than fifteen feet, and had 
fallen across the charged third rail of 
the opposite track. Mrs. Henderson | 
said that while the girl had been with 
her a number of months she knew noth- 
ing of her relatives except that she

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Aug. 18.—Word 
reached here to-day that Frederick 
3rosseau, aged 24, who was kidnapped 
by gypsies nearly seventeen years ago, 
had been restored to his parents, Mr.

They had long 
mourned him as dead.

Burglars Take $15,000 In Gems, but 
Leave $50,000 Worth in Safe. 


Special to The New York Times, 
NEWPORT, Aug. 18.—Hermann’s jew- 
elry store in Thames Street was en- 
tered last night or this morning and 


jewelry valued at $15,000 was taken. 


The robbery was discovered this morn- 
ing by the janitor opening the store. 
Going to the rear of the place he saw 
lying in front of the safe three exten- 
sion burglar jimmies. There were also | 
a bottle of nitro-glycerine, two large 


suit-cases and a dark blue quilt. For 


some unknown reason the safe had 


evidently not been touched. The show- 
eases had been broken open, and all 
their contents taken away. These con- 
sisted of pearl necklaces of small 
stones, and ornaments of diamonds and 


other precious stones. Jewelry valued 
at $50,000 was in the safe, 

With the store lighted after it was 
closed, it seems impossible that burglars 
could work at the case in the front 
of the store, hardly eight feet from the 
door, and not be discovered.

Attorney General, Defining “Im- 
peachment,” Holds It Auto- 
matically Put Sulzer Out. 





ASSEMBLY ACTION LEGAL 





Fact of Extraordinary Session 
No Restriction Upon Judicial 
Power to Impeach. 





$100,000 SULZER CAMPAIGN 





Directed by Clark’s Albany News- 
paper to Influence Public Sentl- 
ment——Sulzer’s Lone ‘‘Meeting.”

ALBANY, Aug. 18.—In an_ opinion 
handed down to-night in response to a 
communication from Secretary of State 
Mitchell May, Attorney General Car- 
mody declares Lieut. Gov. Martin H. 
Glynn is Acting Governor of the State 
of New York, pending the trial of the 
impeachment lodged against William 
Sulzer as Governor. The trial is set 
for Sept. 18. : 

Gov. Sulzer to-night told friends that 
he would ignore the official dictum of 
the Attorney General. 


“When the Governor is impeached by | 


the 4° -smbly all of his powers are 
automatically suspended until he has 
been acquitted or the impeachment pro- 
ceedings dismissed by the Court of Im- 
peachment,’’ says the Attorney General. 
“In the meantime the Lieutenant Gov: 
ernor acts as Governor. This is the 
plain intent of the Constitution. Any 
other construction would nullify its ex 
press provisions.”’ 

In his opinion, a summary of which is 
printed elsewhere in THe New York 
Times to-day, the Attorney General goes 
exhaustively into the history of consti- 
tution-making in this State, with a view 
of showing that under the implied mean- 
ing of the Constitutional proviso the im- 
peached Governor is barred from exer- 
cising his powers and performing the 
duties of his high office until after he 
has been acquitted on trial or the im- 
peachment dismissed. This contention 
is at Variance with the view expressed 
by Mr. Sulzer and some of his legal 
advisers, who hold that the Governor 
cannot be deposed until he has been 
found guilty by the High Court of Im- 
peachment. 

The Attorney General also meets the 
contention of Mr. Sulzer and his ad- 
visers that the Legislature was without 
power to act on the impeachment reso- 
lution because it was in extraordinary 
session. The Attorney General holds 
that the Assembly, in impeaching Gov. 
Sulzer, exercised no legislative func- 
tiop, but a judicial function pursuant to 
powers vested in it by the Constitution. 


Not to Affect Sulzer Plans, 


Mr. Sulzer said to-night to interview- 
ers that he had no comment to make 
on the Attorney General’s opinion. In 
discussing the opinion with his friends, 
however, he declared that it would 
make no difference in his plan to hoid 
the Executive Chamber against all 
comers. 

Acting Governor Glynn’ also declined 
to comment on the opinion, which, he 
declared, merely had borne out his con- 
tention that the impeachment charged 
him with the duties and vested in him 
the powers of the Governor’s office. 

The opinion has strengthened the posi- 
tion of Mr, Glynn immeasurably, for it 
is regarded as certain that no head of 
a State Department, no matter what his 
dGegree of personal loyalty to Mr. Sulzer, 


will dare to_ignvore the official expres- 
sion of the Attorney General. Mary 
persons at the Capitol believe that, un- 
der the opinion, Mr. Sulzer will be forci- 
hly dispossessed, should he refuse to 
vacate the Executive suite when, as is 
expected, it is assigned to Acting Gov- 
ernor Glynn by the Beard of Trustees of 
Public Buildings to-morrow. 

That kody was to have met to-day, but 
word was received from Speaker Alfred 
E. Srwith of the Assembly that he could 
not attend. Mr. Sulzer. seconded only 
by Chester C. Platt, his secretary, went 
through the moticns of presiding over 
a meeting of the board, much to tho 
amusement of a large poay of spectators 
in ‘the Executive Chamber, who stared 
in open-eyed wonder at this unprece- 
dented performance, 


Sulzer $100,000 Defense Fund. 
New light was shed to-day on the 


elaborate plans of defense that are 


being made on behalf of Mr. Sulzer. It 
was learned that friends of his are pre- 
paring to.spend $100,000 in the next four 
weeks to arouse sentiment throughout 
the State to prevent the impeachment 


from going to trial. The Governor’s 


friends here are constantiy declaring 


that the High Court of Impeachment 
would be a biased tribunal and that it 
would never do to have the Governor 
tried before it, no matter how complete 
his defense. 

The $100,000 plan is being engineered 
by ex-Judge Lynn J. Arnold from the 
office of The Knickerbocker Press, a 
local newspaper, which on its editorial 
page has urged that Sulzer never ought 


to be trie@ on the charges lodged 
against him with the Senate.

The State of California Hits. a 
Rock South of Juneau—Goes 
Down in Three Minutes. 





JUNEAU, Alaska, Aug. 18.—At least 
twenty-five passengers and seven mem- 
bers of the crew of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company’s steamer State of 
California perished Sunday morning in 
Cambier Bay, ninety miles south of Ju- 
neau, when the vessel struck an un- 
charted rock and sank in three minutes. 
Many of the drowned passengers were 
imprisoned in their staterooms and had 
no chance to escape. 

‘The State of California left Seattle 
Wednesday night for Skagway and way 
points. The purser lost all his records, 
and it is not possible to give a complete 
list of the missing.

PARIS, Aug. 18.—Theodore P. Shonts 
of New York, President of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company, had a 
narrow escape from death to-day when 
he fell beneath a moving railway train 
at Le Breuil. 

A bystander who had seen him fall 
pulled Mr. Shonts from beneath the 
wheels just in time to save him from 
being run over. As it was, Mr. Shonts’s 
hands and. legs were badly cut, but 
when he was“seen here to-night he 
seemed to be little the worse for his 
misadventure. ‘ 

When the accident occurred the train 
was stopped and Mrs. A. P. Moore, 
(Lillian Russell, the American actress,) 
who was a passenger and had a first-aid 
outfit with her, alighted and bandaged 
Mr. Shonts’s hurts. 

Mr. Shonts was on his way from 
Deauville to Paris, and when the train 
stopped at Le Breuil he alighted for a 
stroll on the platform. In endeavoring 
to return to his“eompartment he had 
difficulty in opening the door. He was 
tugging at the handle when the train 
started, causing him to lose his balance 
and fall upon the tracks. A man who 
was standing near by, with great pres- 
ence of mind quickly reached down and, 
seizing Mr. Shonts, pulled him to safety. 

After his injuries had been dressed 
Mr. Shonts came on to Paris.

BRYAN STILL TO LECTURE. 


Plans Unchanged, He Says—-To Re- 
sume Tours on Vacation. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Secretary 
Bryan made this statement to-day about 
plans for his lecture tours: 

‘**There has not been the slightest 
change in my plans, and I have no 
thought of abandoning—iecturing.

Dutchess 'County Authorities Move 
to Arrest Conspirators.

Warrants were also issued for Howard 
H. Barnum, keeper of the gate through 
which Thaw escaped, now a prisoner 
in the Poughkeepsie jail, and the five 
men who occupied the two automobiles 
used In Thaw’s flight. 

Bloodhounds on the Trail.

Barnum Makes a Statement, 


Howard H. Barnum, who is 4 white- 
haired man past 50, feels deeply the 
‘charge made agaifst him by Supt. 
Kieb of the State Hospital, and denies 
that he had any knowledge of or par- 
ticipated in the plot to free Thaw. At- 


tended by his comnsel, ex-Assemblyman 
Ferdinand Hoyt of Matteawan, he ap- 
peared before Justice Morschauser, but 
his arraignment was postponed until 
Thursday at 10:30 A. M. He made the 
following statement to Mr. Hoyt: 

I have been employed for seventeen 
years as an attendant_in the Mattea- 
wan State Hospital. During the time 
of my service I have occupied many 
different positions, but have for a 
eral years acted as gate keeper of the 
rear gate on the hospital grounds. In 
this position I carried the keys of the 
gate, and it was my duty to open the 
gate to admit any person who had 
business at the hospital. 

For some time Harry Thaw has been 
assigned by the Superintendent as an 
assistant in the storeroom, and it has 
been the custom for the keeper in 
charge to permit him at certain times 
fn the day to exercise in the outer 
yard. This yard is on the northeast 
corner of the building and is sur- 
rounded by a high board fence in 
which there is one gate, and there is 
nothing but this fence between the 
yard and the road. They had been in 
the habit of allowing Thaw the liberty 
of this yard several days every week, 
and his presence there was a usual 
occurrence. : 

On Sunday morning Thaw came out 
into the vard, as near as I can figure, 
about 7:15. He walked about for a 
few minutes, and then came over to 
the bench where I was sitting and be- 
gan a conversation with me. He 
spoke about the article which had 
been published in a local paper, a 
copy of which he had in his hand, 
about the contribution which he had 
made to the Gen. Sickles fund. This 
was the only topic he talked about. 
He asked me no questions, nor did he 
refer in any way to any other sub- 
ject. 

Had Often Stood by Open Gate. 


While we were talking the bell which 
fs connected with the outer gate rang. 
This bell is rung by a wire which 
hangs outside the gate. I got up at, 
once and went to the gate and looked 
through the hole in it to see who was 
there. I saw that it was the milk- 
man, Hickey, who delivered milk each 
day, and took out my keys and opened 
the gate to admit him. 

When I walked out toward the gate 
Thaw followed some little distance be- 
hind me, and came up to the gate, as 
he had done a great number of times 
before, so that I thought nothing of 
it. After the milkman drove in and 
I was about to shut the gate and 
closed it a short way, I heard an auto- 
mobile on the road outside. I looked 
out of the gate and saw a large black 
automobile on the road nearly in front 
of the gate, and from fifteen to twen- 
ty-five feet from it. 

At the same time Thaw, who was 


to one side of and a little behind me, 
made a sudden leap past me and 
through the open gate toward the car. 
I saw the occupants of the car open 
the door. Thaw ran fast and directly 
toward the car. 

I called to him to stop, and started 
in pursuit, but before I had got more 
than a step or two from the gate 
Thaw was in the car and the machine 
‘was in motion, the door slammed, and 
I saw that any pursuit was useless, 
and turned and ran back at once, 
shouting to the man in charge of the 
tents in the yard that Thaw had 
gotten away. 

I ran to the nearest telephone, which 
was in the engine room, and called up 

' the 4 room, where the central tele- 
phone is and where the attendants re- 
port. Getting the connection may have 
taken a minute or two, as I had to 
ring twice, but I finally got the key 
room and reported that Thaw had 
escaped from the gate in an auto- 
rnobile, and told them .to report it to, 
the office at once. They rang up ina 
minute and wanted to know what color 
the automobile was, and I told them it 
was a black car and had gone toward

Plotter Looked Like R. J. Butler. 


Several witnesses appeared before 
Sheriff Hornbeck to-day, among them 
William Gordon, who told of the five 
strangers who had stopped at his hotel. 
Gordon verified the five names taken 
from the hotel register and said: 

“Two of the men, Keefe and Thomp- 
son, first came to the hotel on Aug. 9, 
leaving the following day. Thompson 
and Keefe, accempanied by Butler and 
Duffy, returned last Friday, and Flood 
joined them on Saturday. They spent 
much of their time in the barroom and 
talked freely, but did not say anything 
about their business. 

“When I asked the big fellow (Butler) 


what his business was he replied: ‘I 
am in the water business. I get the 
water out of Sheepshead Bay.’ I knew 
he was chaffing, and later he came to 


me and said: ‘I was fooling with you. 
I am a politician, and also one of those 


fellows who never likes to see anybody 
in trouble. I have always been that 
way all my life. I don’t care what he 
has done, when I see a fellow in trouble 
I am sorry for him and will try to help 


him out.’ 

“I remember that he was in the 
barroom Saturday night. He carried 
his collar and necktie in his hand, as it 
was a hot night, and his shirt was open 
at the throat. The men apparently did 
not go to bed that night, because at 4 
o’clock in the morning HNghts were still 
burning in their rooms,’’ 

A picture of Richard J.- Butler of 
New York, a former Assemblyman, one- 
time political aid to Chief of Police Dev- 
ery, and political worker around City 
Hall, was shown to Mr. Gordon. He said 
it bore the closest possible resemblance 
to the man Butler, who had registered 
at the hotel. The clerk at the hotel and 
Manager Spence of the Academy of 
Music in Fishkill Landing, both of whom 
saw the big stranger, said the photo- 
graph strikingly resembled him. 


Flood Breught the Landaulet. 
Lindley Churchwell, an employe of 
the Holland Hotel, said in his affidavit 


that the big car to which Thaw was 
transferred after leaving the hospital in 
the landaulet was a 1913 model. He saw 
the license board, but was unable to 
make out the numbers in the poor light. 

‘‘The man‘ calling himself Flood ar- 
rived on Saturday with the landaulet,’’ 


Churchwell said, ‘‘ but I would not be 


able to identify him. It was a four- 
cylinder landaulet which looked like a 
closed car when the top was up. 

‘**T came in at 7:30 o’clock on Satur- 
day night‘and sold the man Thompson 
twenty gallons of gasoline. Flood 
bought nine gallons. The gasoline was 
charged to Butler. Sunday morning I 
saw Thompson drive the big car away 
with a man in the seat beside him. He 
left at 7 o'clock. and the landaulet left 
about ten minutes later. Flood was at 
the whee! of the second car. He was 
accompanied by two other men. Both 
cars went up Main Street in the girec- 
tion of Matteawan.” 

Robert Lowery of Glenham, another 
witness, told of the approach of the 
five men to the hospital: 

“T was working in my barn Sunday 
morning,” he said, “when I saw a big 
touring car stop on the road from Fish- 
kill to Matteawan. One man got out 
and walked up the hill on which the 
hospital stands to a point where he 
could see the rear gate of the hospital. 
He went back and forth three times. 


“Get Ready: They’re Coming!” 


“On his last trip he ran back, yell- 
ing to the man who remained in the car 
to get ready. ‘They're coming,’ he 
shouted, and jumped into the big car 
just as a smaller car shot around the 
corner after coming down the road 
from the hospital, There were three 
men in the rear seat of the smalier 
ear and one driving in the front seat.’’ 

Leroy S. Crum, who works in the 
barn, which also_is used as a garage 
for autos of the State Hospital service, 
gave the following account of Thaw’s 
escape: 
a R minute or so before the landaulet 
came down the road I was standing in 
the barn door, looking toward the hos- 
pital gate, which is about twenty-five 
vards from the barn. I saw Thaw, 
whom Bb knew by sight, standing in the 
middle of the gateway, and Barnum at 
the side. I turned away for a few 
moments, and when I looked again the 
car was coming down the hill at ter- 
rifie speed. Bobbie Odell came up just 
then with some milk, and I said to him: 
‘That’s Thaw in the automobile.’ He 
replied: ‘Are you sure?’ I said it 
looked very much like Thaw.” 

Crum said he had seen Barnum and 
Thaw walking around the exercise court 
many times during the past two or 
three months. Several minor witnesses 
were called. and after hearing their 
testimony, Justice Morschauser issued 
the warrants. 

Deputy Assistant District Attorney 
Morris Koenig of New York arrived in 
Poughke2epsie late this afternoon. He 
told District Attorney Conger that he 
was authorized to proffer the assistance 
of the New York District Attorney’s of- 
fice in the investigation if evidence was 
produced showing that the plot, or any 
one concerned in it, was hatched within 
the jurisdiction of the New York offite. 


BUTLER WAS NOT AT HOME. 


Wife Admits He Didn’t Return from 
Trip Till Sunday Night. 


Mrs. Richard J. Butler, of 368 West 
Twenty-seventh Street, wife of the 
former Assemblyman who is suspected 
of being one of the four men involved 
in the escape of Harry Thaw, stated 
last night that she did not know of her 
husband’s wereabouts from Friday 
afternoon until Sunday night. She said, 
however, that his absence from home 
for that length of time was nothing un- 
usual, and that he seldom told her why 
he went away. 

On Friday afternoon, according to his 
wife, Butler left home, returning soon 
after 9 o'clock on Sunday night. He 
retired about 10:30 o'clock, after talk- 
ing with some visitors, and getting up 
at 8 o'clock yesterday morning again 
left the house. He had not returned up 


to a late hour last night. 

Butler, according to his wife, is at 
present connected with the Sagamore 
Spring Water Company, which gets its 
spring water in the vicinity of Oyster 
Bay, and which has offices at Twenty- 
first Street and the East River. 

When a TIMES reporter visited But- 
ler’s home in West Twenty-seventh 
Street, near Ninth Avenue, last night 
several children were seated on the 
steps. On one of the upper steps an 
old man was puffing at a pipe. 

‘“‘T want to see Mr. Butler,” explained 
the reporter. 

‘‘He’s down in the basement,”” was 
the response. 

‘*No, he ain't, Mister. He ain’t -at 
home,” piped one of the youngsters. 
** He’s my father.”’ 

‘‘ Well, let me see your mother, then,’ 
persisted the scribe. 

“She ain't at home either,’ was the 
response. 

When the reporter knocked at the door 
he was confronted by a thickset man 
with bristling red mustache, who wore 
no collar and was in his shirt sleeves. 

‘“‘Is Mrs. Butler in?" asked -the re- 
porter. 

‘“ Yes, she is; but she can’t see you,” 
was the surly answer. 

‘‘Is Mr. Butler here?” 

‘“None of your business,” retorted the 
man. 

Inquiries in the neighborhood led to 
the information that Butler was away 
from home last weekp,and was first seen 
in the vicinity of his home yesterday.

“Hell Be Brought Back to Mat- 
teawan,” Says Supt. Riley 
After Conference in Albany.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 19.—The escape 
of Harry K. Thaw from the Mattea- 
wan State Hospital has stirred up the 
Attorney General's staff, who agree 
with Superintendent of Prisons John H. 
Riley that Thaw was allowed too great 


liberty at Matteawan, particularly when 
he was permitted to see his counsel for 


two hours in private on Friday, al- 
though an appeal ‘from the order of 
Justice Tompkins permitting Thaw’'s 
counsel to consult him privately was 
pending in the Appellate Division of the 
Second Department. 

Supt. Riley arrived in Albany from 
Bluff Point early to-day. Telegrams 
to William Sulzer and Martin H. Glynn 
preceded him. The message to the im- 
peached Governor, which was received 
at 10:15 last night, was as follows: 


Answering telephone message, Thaw evi- 
dently bribed the guard to open the gate. 
Two automobiles waiting 7:45 this morn- 
ing. All towns in New York and Western 
Connecticut and Massachusetts immediate- 
ly notified: Five hundred dollars reward or- 
ferea. Automobile tracea fifteen miles to- 
ward Connecticut line, Burns detectives em- 
ployed. Inspector Dougherty notified, 
Counsel for Thaw had private interview 
Friday afternoon by order of Justice Jenks. 
When Mr. Glynn arrived at his office 

at 11 o’clock this morning he made pub- 
lic a telegram he‘ had received at 10 
o’clock last night from Supt. Riley. It 
was practically the same, except that it 
did not state that ‘‘Thaw evidently 
bribed the guard.”’ In his telegrams 
Supt. Riley did not recognize either 
Sulzer or Glynn as Governor, He ad- 
dressed the impeached Governor as 
“Hon. William Sulzer,” and the Lieu- 
tenant Governor as ‘‘ Hon. Martin H. 
Glynn.” 

Thaw to be Brought Back. 
At noon the Prison Superintendent had 
a conference with Mr. Sulzer, and later 
announced that he would-Jeave during 
the day for the Matteawan Hospital 
to investigate the Thaw case. In the 
afternoon Supt. Riley had a talk with 
Joseph <A. Kellogg, Deputy Attorney 


General in charge of the Law Depart- 
ment in the absence of Attorney Gen- 


eral Carmody. ‘ 

“Thaw, if possible, will be brought 
back to Matteawan,’’ Supt. Riley said, 
“We will try to find the men engaged 
in the conspiracy to effect Thaw’s es- 
cape. We want to know who the five 
men in the automobiles were. 

‘The arrested gateman, Barnum, is 
being examined to-day. cannot tell 
whether or not he was in the plot. I 
know, however. that no one ever before 
sought liberty through the gate. I am 
convinced that Thaw’s escape in that 
manner could have occurred only 
through the gateman’s connivance or 
carelessness,’’ 

Mr. Sulzer will appoint no Commis- 
sioner to investigate the Thaw escape. 
He had a talk with Supt. Riley, and 
merely requested that official to make 
a thorough investigation of the matter. 

Deputy Attorney General Kellogg 
made this statement in relation to the 
escape of Thaw: 


Court Order Helped Thaw. 


‘“‘On inquiry being made at the At- 
torney General's office as to what or- 
ders had been made permitting private 
consultations with Harry K. Thaw by 
his attorneys while confined at Mattea- 
wan State Hospital, it was stated to- 
day that an order w2s made Hy Justice 
Tompkins, under date of April 5; 1913, 
permitting. A. H.-:F. Seeger, Henry 
Hirshberg, William Vanamee, and Will- 
iam A. Stone to consult privately with 
Thaw not oftener than once a week nor 
sr longer than two hours on any occa- 
sion, 

‘““An appeal was taken by the Attor- 
ney General from this order, and Dr. 
Leak, the then Acting Superintendent of 
Matteawan State Hospital, was advised 
by that official that the taking of the 
appeal suspended the operation of the 
order. 

“Thereafter an application was made 
ex parte by the attorneys for Thaw to 
Justice Jenks, Presiding Justice of the 
Appellate Division, Second Department, 
who granted an order to show cause 
why the order of Justice Tompkins 
should not be operative pending. the ap- 
peal, and in the order to show cause 
made a direction to the effect that un- 
til the motion’ was heard and deter- 
mined the order permitting access and 
private conference by Thaw with his 
attorneys should be operative. 

“The appeal from Justice Tompkins’s 
order and the motion to permit access 
pending the determination of the appeal 
were both heard at the June term of 
the Appellate Division, Second Depart- 
ment, and have not yet been decided, 

The effect of the granting of the 
order by Justice Tompkins, and the sub- 
sequent order of Justice Jenks making 
that order operative while the appeal 
from it remained undetermined, and the 
subsequent omission to decide the case, 
have given Thaw’s attorneys an oppor- 
tunity. to visit him as provided in the 
order.” ; 

The Attorney General sought to change 
the rules of Matteawan State Hospital 
when it was shown early in the year 
that William A. Clark, Alfred Henry 
Lewis and others saw Thaw at pleasure, 
while such privileges were not accorded 
to the other inmates of the hospital. Mr. 
Carmody took the ground that. Thaw 
should have only the same treatment as 
the other inmates. He was opposed by 
Thaw’'s lawyers, and before the issue 
could be settled in court the attorneys 
saw Thaw m private and he escaped. 


Could Hold Him as a Defective. 


The Jawyers of the Attorney General’s 
office have. given little thought to the 
probable course.m casé Thaw should be 
taken outside the State's jurisdiction. 
Deputy Attorney General Kellogg said 
he had not examined the matter, but 
pointed out that, the indictments having 

een dismissed, he could not be extra- 
dited as a fugitive from justice. ‘The 
fact that Thaw is outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the State is not so important to 
them as the admission that the State 
has shown its inability to properly 
guard a troublesome inmate. 

One of the deputies said that while ex- 
tradition is permissible only in case of 
a crime it might be that the State could 
claim Thaw'on the ground that he was a 
defective and a ward of the State. ‘his 
is. the course that would be taken in the 
ease of a boy unable to care tor himself 
who found his way into another State. 
While no crime might have been com- 
mitted, there would be no objection to 
his transfer by the authorities of the 
State in which he might have sought 
refuge. 

If Thaw should be caught, it was pre- 
sumed, he would be in the hands of 
officers from this State. If his lawyers 
should then procure a writ of habeas 
corpus that would involve a test of the 
pap Am of Thaw in the State in which he 
was captured, If the decision of the 
court should be adverse to Thaw he could 
be committed to the care of the New 
York authorities or be placed in an insti- 
tution for the insane maintained by the 
State in which the case was tried. 

Acting Gov. Glynn was not definite in 
discussing his intentions in the matter 
of whee escape. : 

st wheels have been started to get 
at the facts in the case,” the Acting 
Governor said to-night: ‘‘ We want to 
‘fix the responsibility if possible.” 

He was asked. he meant that he 
would name a Commissioner to investi- 
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“If I safd ‘yes’ you would want to 
know whom I had in view,” he replied, 
and walked away. 

It is generally believed that the loose- 
ness of the administration greatly aided 
Thaw in his plot to free himself. 


NOT SAFE IN CONNECTICUT. 
‘State Authorities There Hold Thaw 


Is a Fugitive from Justice. ~ 


Special to The New York Times. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 18.—As be- 
j tween those experts in Connecticut who’ 


believe that Thaw can be sent back 
from this State to New York and those 
who are equally certain that he is abso- 
lutely immune from molestation once 
across the State boundary there is an 
interesting line of demarcation. 

Men of prominence who have thus 
far asserted that- an extradition war- 
rant would lie in Thaw’s case are Gov. 
Simeon E. Baidwin, Attorney General 
John H. Light, and State Attorney for 
Hartford oe Hugh M. Alcorn, while 
those whose opinions favor Thaw’s side 
of a possible contest are mostly men 
whose business it is to defend accused 
persons. For the most part, the people 
of Connecticut believe that common law 
and common sense should prevail and 
that Thaw should be sent back to the 
New York authorities if he can be ap- 
prehended in Connecticut. 

Article IV., Section 11, of the United 
States Constitution, providing that any 
person charged in any State with trea- 
son, felony, or other crime shall be de- 
livered up and removed to the State of 
jurisdiction could hardly apply in Thaw’s 
case. Judge Edward L. Smith of the 
Hartford County Court of Common 
Pleas, however, to-day indorsed the 
statement of State Attorney Alcorn of 
Suffield, who was emphatic in asserting 
that if Thaw got into Hartford County 
he would be arrested and sent back to 
New York. There is nothing in the 
Connecticut Constitution or in the gen- 
eral statutes which bears specifically on 
Thaw’s status, the general statutes 
merely specifying that certain felonies 
punishable by State prison sentences are 


extraditable. : 
State’s Attorney Alcorn said this even- 


ing to THE NEW YORK TIMES corres- 


ondent: 

Pee Thaw is a fugitive from justice. 
He was restrained under order of a 
court of competent jurisdiction in New 
York State, and consequently his posi- 
tion is that of an escaped convict. It 
would be the coy, of the authorities of 
this State to hold him and to return 
him, should he be taken. It should be 
done, and our courts would not hesitate 
a second about doing it.’’ 


NOT SAFE IN THESE COUNTRIES 


Under Treaty Clauses Nine Nations 
Would Give Him Up for Bribery. 


; Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Should 
Harry K. Thaw find refuge in a foreign 
country, officials of the Government as- 
sert, he will be free from extradition on 
grounds of insanity. None of the treaties 
of the United States with any foreign 
nation provide for extradijion of insane 
persons or alleged lunatics. y 
The only way in which Thaw might 
be brought back from a foreign country 
through extradition proceedings would 
be through the invocation of those trea- 
ties of the United States with foreign 


countries which make bribery an extra- 
ditable offense, and in this event it 
would have to be contended that Thaw 
had bribed or attempted to bribe his 
way out of Matteawan. 

Even in that event the range within 
which Thaw might be reached through 
international extradition process would 
be extremely limited. There are only 
nine countries with which the United 
States has treaties which make bribery 
an extraditable offense, These coun- 
tries, with the bribery clauses in the 
treaties, are as follows: 

Cuban extradition treaty of April 6, 1904— 
“Bribery; defined to be the giving, of- 
fering, or receiving. of a reward to influ- 
ence one in the discharge of a legal duty.”’ 

Supplementary extradition treaty with 
Denmark, Nov. 6, 1905—‘‘ Bribery; defined 
to be the offering, giving, or receiving of 
bribes, when made punishable by the laws 
of the two contracting parties.’’ 

Supplementary extradition treaty of April 
12, 1905, with Great Britain—‘* Bribery; de- 
fined to be the offering, giving, or receiv- 
ing of bribes made criminal by the laws 


of both countries.”’ 

Extradition treaty of Aug. 9, 1904, with 
Haiti—‘‘ Bribery; defined to be the giving. 
offering, or receiving of a reward to in- 
fluence one in the discharge of a legal 
duty.”’ 

Supplementary extradition treaty of June 
25, 1902, with Mexico—‘' Bribery; defined 
to be the giving, offering, or receiving of 
a reward to influence one in the discharge 
of a legal duty.” 

Extradition treaty of Jan, 18, 1904, with 
the Netherlands—‘‘ Those shall also be sur- 
rendered who are charged with or have 
been convicted of the crime of bribery, 
provided it be an extraditable crime by the 
laws or regulations in force.”’ 

Extradition treaty of March 1, 1905, with 
Nicaragua—‘‘ Bribery; defined to be the 
giving, offering, or receiving of a reward 
to influence one in the discharge of a legal 
duty.’’ 

Extradition treaty of May 25, 1904, with 
Panama—“ Bribery; defined to be the giv- 
ing, offering, or receiving of a reward to 
influence one in the discharge of a legal 
duty.” ’ 

Extradition treaty of March 11, 1903, with 
Uruguay—‘‘ Bribery; defined to be the giv- 
ing, offering, or receiving of a reward to 
influence one in the discharge of a legal 
duty.’’ 

Therefore Thaw would be safe abroad 


in France, Italy, Russia, Spain, Portu- 
gal, Austria-Hungary, Switzerland, and

SAFE, SAYS HANNIS TAYLOR. 


Ex-Minister Certain There Is No 
Way of Extraditing Thaw. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Hannis Tay- 
lor, ex-Minister to Sparn, an authority 
on international law and the jurisdiction 
and procedure of the United States Su- 
preme Court, said to-night regarding the 
possibilities of extraditing Thaw: 

“I know of no way in which Thaw 
can be extradited as a !unatic, escaped 
or otherwise, either from a State to 
New York, or from a foreign country 
to New York. Thaw was tried and ac- 
quitted on the ground of insanity. After 
acquittal he was placed'in a State hos- 
pital for the insane. There is no criminal 
charge uiting against Thaw. He can- 
not be indicted for insanity. 

“Within New York the State can claim 
that he should be locked up for the pro- 
tection of the rest of the citizens of the 
State, on the ground that he is danger- 
ous to be at large. But how can New 
York, if Thaw is in another State, claim 
that his being at large outside of the 
State of New York is in anywise danger- 
ous to the. people within New York 
State? It is absurd on the face of it, 

“Extradition treaties are not based 
upon the possible commitment of a crime, 
but upon actual experiences. upon some 
crime that actually has been committed, 
or which is peguanty alleged to have 
been committed. In Thaw’s case no 
crime that has been committed is 
charged against him. Extradition means 
bringing back for trial in accordance 
with an accusation then pending. There 
is no such criminal accusation pending 
against Thaw. 

“You can put it down that Thaw can- 
not be extradited. If I were offered 
$10,000 as a fee to go to New York to- 
morrow to arrange a way in which he 
might be extradited, I would not know 
how to begin, because there’s no way 
It can be done.” 


SAYS THAW ADMITTED FELONY 


Anhut’s Counsel Insists That He 
Can Be Extradited for Bribery. 


Frank Hendrick of 60 Wall Street, 
who was counsel for John Nicholson 
Anhut, recently convicted of an attempt 
to procure the release of Harry K. 
Thaw by bribery, believes that Thaw 
can be readily extradited from any 
State wherein he may be found. .

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DANBURY CLUE EXPLODED. 


Search of Mountain Bungalow Fails 
to Reveal Harry Thaw.

Fisherman Sure He Saw the Fugi- 
tive on Khuntington Bay. 


HUNTINGTON, L. I., Aug. 18.—An- 
tonio Caruso, owner of a small power 
boat in Huntington Bay, believes he saw 
Harry Thaw to-day. Caruso says he 


was out on the bay fishing this morning 
when a thirty-foot yacht ran alongside 
and a man on board asked how far it 
was to the nearest railroad station. 
Caruso said the man also wanted to 
know where he could get some New 
York newspapers. 

The man who did all the talking, and 
the one Caruso believes was Thaw, then 
inquired the way to the Port Washing- 
ton railroad station and also for Glen 
Cove Harbor.

Caruso says he knew nothing about 
the escape of Thaw at ‘the time, but 
this afternoon when he saw Thaw’s pic- 
ture In the newspapers he was sure the 
man who hailed him from the yacht 
was the fugitive. 


THAW NOT ON KATHMAR IL, 


Fowler Yacht Was One of Those 
at Roton Point on Sunday. 


One yacht which appeared on Sunday 
at Roton Point, Conn., and might have 
been the one which aroused suspicion 


that Harry K. Thaw _ had fled by sea, 
was identified yesterday as the Kath- 
mar II., belonging to Robert T. Fowler 
of 243.Summit Avenue, Mount Vernon, 
but it was established that the yacht 
had no part in the Thaw escape. 

The Kathmar II. did arrive at Roton 
Point about 11 o’clock on Sunday morn- 
ing and it did sail about 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, but men from two auto- 
mobiles did not go aboard. 

The account of the movements of the 
Kathmar II. was obtained yesterday 
from Mrs. Fowler. Mr. and Mrs. Fow- 
ler and their two sons went,on board 
the yacht yesterday morning at New 
Rochelle and made the run to Roton 
Point. They went ashore there, had 
luncheon at an inn, and returned to the 
yacht. About 2 o’clock: they started 
back to New Rochelle, arriving there 
in time for dinner. 

Mrs. Fowler said there was another 
yacht lying some distance out while the 
Kathmar II. was in the harbor, but that 
no one went aboard and that there was 
nothing about the craft that aroused the 


least suspicion.

COULD BAR THAW 
FROM BRITISH SOIL 


Might Be Deported as an Un- 
desirable or Extradited 
for Conspiracy. 


MORE RIGID ON CONTINENT 


Police of European Nations Could 


Stop Him at Border, Says 
Frederic R. Coudert. 


Special Cable to Toa New York TIMES. 

LONDON, Aug. 18.—Permission to 
land in England can be refused to 
Harry K. Thaw under the Immigra- 
tion act regulating the admission of 
aliens. One clause of this act spe- 
cifically declares that lunatics or per- 
sons adjudged insane by the courts 
of other countries can be excluded. 
It is not believed, however, that the 
British Government would of its own 
initiative take such a step in a case 
like Thaw’s. 

Lunacy in itself is not ground for 
extradition. It is not mentioned in 
the list of extraditable offenses con- 
tained in the revised treaty of 1907 





with the United States. : 
In this treaty, however, there is a 
clause providing for the extradition 
of aliens proved guilty of bribing pub- 
lic officers of their own country, and 


Thaw could be extradited should’ it be 


demonstrated that he bribed an offi- 
cial at Matteawan in order to prevent 
the latter from discharging any func- 
tion of his public office. To insure 
Thaw’s extradition under this clause, 
the trial and condemnation of the 


official at Matteawan would be a nec- 


essary preliminary. 

Without this, the chances of Thaw’s 
exclusion from this country or his ex- 
tradition if he lands here are slim, 

Frederic R. Coudert of the firm of 
Coudert Brothers, international lawyers 
of 2 Rector Street, was questioned yes- 
terday about the possibility of a for- 
eign Government sending Thaw back 
to’ the United States should he go 
abroad. 

‘‘The power of the police of mest for- 
eign countries to deport undesirable and 
dangerous aliens is most complete,”’ said 
he. “In Europe this power is very 
strong, as a continuation of the old 
royal prerogative of the Middle Ages. 
; It repeatedly exercised to hold up 
undesirables at frontiers, and a word 
from the police is enough to send an 
undesirable alien already within the 
borders of a state scurrying to the fron- 
| tier. 

“In England a dangerous lunatic may 
held up at the frontier and sent 
back to the country from which he 
comes, This is also true in France, 
Germany, Italy, and other countries of 
the Continent. In the Continental coun- 
tries the police would have the right to 
make such a deportation to the country 
of origin upon request or upon their 
own initiative, even after the lunatic 
had managed to enter the country se- 
cretly and remain there. This action is 
possible against dangerous plotters,. so 
that they always take the hint to leave 
of their own free will rather than he 
sent to an unchosen destination. No 
constitutional limitations check the exer- 
cise of the police power abroad as they 
do in this country. 

“The only country from which the 
police might find difficulty in deport- 
ing a dangerous alien after he had 
passed its borders and succeeded in 
maintaining himself within them is Eng- 
land.

person’ is safe from extradition -in a 
foreign country simply because the 
treaty of extradition does not cover his 
particular case. Persons sent back are 
of two classes: Those sent back under 
a demand, based on a treaty right, 
and those sent back on a request based 
on international comity. There are 
many sent back of the latter class. 
The right of most foreign officials to 
send back persons on simple requests, 
backed by no treaty right, is absolute, 
and there is no redress on the part of 
the person so sent back by executive 
order. 

** Lunacy is not covered in any of our 
extradition treaties. But it is a status 
fixed by law, like that of husband and 
wife. A man married in one jurisdiction 
is recognized as married in others. So 
a decree of a court, adjudging a man a 
dangerous lunatic, fixes -his_ status, 
makes him prima facile a dangerous 
character and a menace to society, who 
may be apprehended and incarcerated 
for the public safety. : 

‘“Thaw’s status being thus fixed in law, 
there would be nothing unusual in hav- 
ing foreign police authorities respond to 
a request to arrest him and return him 
to this State. Since Thaw’s status has 
thus been fixed, it would seem to me 
also that he might lawfully be appre- 
hended in any State of the Union as a 
dangerous character and locked up until 
he could prove to a court that the de- 
crees of’ the courts in this State pro- 
nouncing him a menace to public safety 
had been met by evidence. If I were a 
Judge in New Jersey, for instance, I 
would ‘have no hesitancy in signing a 
warrant for his arrest, should he be 
found in that State.’’ 

Mr. Coudert displayed several foreign 
extradition treaties. In none of them wag 
lunacy mentioned as a cause for ex- 
tradition. The reason for this, he said, 
was that lunatics seldom escaped. The 
treaties also failed to cover Thaw’s case 
because they did not provide for the ex- 
tradition of persons charged with brib- 
ery, simple assault, or conspiracy to 
obstruct justice. But as Mr. Coudert 
pointed out before, the authority to 
send prisoners back from foreign coun- 
tries was not limited to demands made 
under treaty right, but might be exer- 
cised upon a simple request, based on in- 
ternational comity. 


LEFT VANAMEE IN DARK. 


Lawyer Says Thaw Gave No Hint 
of Plot to Escape.

NEWBURG, Aug. 18.—Local counsel 
for Harry K. Thaw included William 
Vanamee, County Judge A. H. F. See- 
ger, and Harry Hirschberg, with Ra- 
phael Ev Egan as special adviser and 
assistant. Mr. Hirschberg is in Europe 
and has been for several weeks. Mr. 
Seeger did not see Thaw last week. 
Mr. Vanamee, senior counsel, visited 
Thaw on Friday, and to-day he said 
that Thaw had not dropped the slight- 
est hint of any plan of escape. 

‘“When I saw him last Friday,” said

DREADING RABIES, 
DIES IN DELTRIUM 


Doctor Says Mother’s Morbid 
Fear Threw Girl Bitten by 
Pet Into Hysteria. 


HER DOG WAS NOT MAD 


But Woman’s Repetition of Her 


Certainty That Child Had Hydro- 
phobla Frightened Her to Death. 


Ravina Hoolecher, 12 years old, of 80 
Westchester Square, the Bronx, died in 
St. Francis’s Hospital yesterday after- 
noon in delirium that Dr. M. B. Spons- 
ler, resident physician of the hospital, 
said was characteristic of the last stages 
of hydrophobia, but which Dr. Frank 
Garten of 1,421 Glover Street, who had 
been treating the child since she was 
bitten by a pet dog six weeks ago, 
thought was brought on by aggravated 
hysteria and a morbid fear of death from 
rabies. Coroners’ Physician John Rigle- 
man will perform an autopsy settle 
the question. 

Six weeks ago the girl was bitten on 
the left thumb by her pet dog when she 
attempted to feed it. The wound did not 
appear serious, but the child’s father, 
Antone Hoolecher, who conducts a café 
on the ground floor under his home at 80 
Westchester Square, called the family 
physician, Dr. Garten. Dr. Garten said 
yesterday afternoon that he treated the 
girl a very short time after she was bit- 
ten, and thoroughly cauterized the 
wound with unadulterated carbolic acid. 
He did not fear hydrophobia, and told 
the family so, but the mother was very 
nervous, and nothing doctor could 
Say reassured her. To pacify her, Dr. 
Garten called in a veterinary, who ex- 
amined the dog and asserted thut there 
was no sign of rabies in the animal. The 
mother’s fear, said Dr. Garten, spread 
to the daughter. For 2 month the 
mother and girl worried over the possi- 
bility of hydrophobia, until both worked 
themselves into a state of intermittent 
hysteria. 

Two weeks ago, because they feared 
the dog, the sight of which had become 
an acute irritant to them, Hoolecher 
drowned it. Still the mother and girl 
showed intense nervous excitement, ‘and 
last Friday Dr. Garten was called in to 
treat the daughter, who manifested no 
symptoms of hydrophobia, but was 
prostrated by hysteria. All the time he 
was there, Said the doctor, the mother 
kept repeating that she knew. her daugh- 
ter would die of hydrophobia, and the 
girl would repeat the conviction hyster- 
ically. Gradually the girl began to show 
a few symptoms of hydrophobia, such 
as refusing water, said Dr. Garten, and 
yesterday morning she was taken to St. 
‘rancis’s Hospital, Brook Avenue and 
142d Street, the Bronx. 

Dr. Garten did not fear a real case of 
hydrophobia, he said, but realized that 
the hypochondriacal nervousness of the 
girl and her mother had brought on a 
Surface appearance of rabies. After he 
had been told of the girl's death and 
the circumstances of it, Dr. Garten said 
that he would hold to his theory of 
pseudo-hydrophobia until an autopsy 
proved the existence of rabies. 
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FOSS FAILS TO GET NAMES. 


Can’t Go Into Republican Primaries, 
but May Run Independently.

BOSTON, Aug. :18.—Because of the 
failure to get enough names to his nom- 
ination papers, as required by law, the 
name of Gov. Foss will not be sub- 
mitted in’ the Republican  primariés, 
which are to choose a nominee of that 
party for Governor. 

Failure to get the needed names was 
admitted to-day by George Harlow, the 
Governor’s Secretary. Gov. Foss him- 
self treats the whole matter as a joke, 
but his friends insist that he will run 
as an independent, holding that while 
he promised not to run independently 
if he entered the Republican primaries 
that would not prevent his running now, 

Mr. Harlow hints at a conspiracy to 
keep Gov. Foss from getting signatures 
to his nomination papers. 

“I am _ certain,’’ he said to-night, 
“‘that someone has tampered with the 
men who had charge of the Foss nomi- 
nation papers. If his name is kept off 
the official caucus ballot those men who 
are behind these mysterious moves will 
be responsible for it.’’ 


SLAYS WOMAN: ROBSGUESTS 


Armed Hotel Assallant Lines Five 
Against Wall, Wounding Two. 


EVERETT, Wash., Aug. 18.—Erwin 
Tungren, a stationary engineer at In- 
dex, lined up five persons against the 
wall of the Gray Hotel to-day, and 
after robbing them fired a fusillade 
from two pistols, killing Dorothy Dun- 
bar, proprietor of the hotel, and wound- 
ing two others. 

Tungren escaped. He refused to leave 
the hotel when Miss Dunbar asked him, 
and, drawing two pistols, ordered her 
to stand against the wall. Four men 
in an adjoining room were called out 
and lined up with her. After robbing 
the men Tungren called on the woman 
to go to her trunk and get $150. Then 
he began firing. Miss Dunbar started 
to run. Tungren shot her in the hip 
and head, killing her instantly.

Aaron J. Levy, leader of the majority 
in the Assembly and Chairman of the 
Board of Managers to prosecute Will- 
iam Sulzer before the Court of Impeach- 
ment, sent telegrams yesterday to the 
members of_the board asking them to be 
present at a meeting in Albany to-day.

Eugene Lamb Richaras, counsel to the 
Frawiey Committee, said he knew 
nothing about the matter of special 
counsel—that he was devoting all his 
time to the investigating committee. It 
Was said that Mr. Richards, William 
Travers Jerome, and John B. Stanch- 
— might be appointed special coun- 
sel. 

Mr. Levy said that all 
evidence brought out by the Frawley 
Committee would be presented to the 
Impeachment Court, and a great deal 
more. Just what this additional testi- 
mony was likely to be, Mr. Levy would 
not say, but he added: ‘‘If you knew 
what I do, you would know that Gov.

LAW DEFINED BY CARMODY. 


Why He Holds Impeachment Legal 


and Glynn Acting Governor. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Aug. 18.—The opinion given 


late this afternoon by Attorney Gen- 
eral Carmody to Secretary of State 
Mitchell May was in response to the 
question: 


After impeachment of the Governor by 
the Assembly, made at the time of an 
extraordinary session of the Legislature, 
what is the status of the Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor, pending trial and de- 
termination of the impeachment charges? 


Mr. Carmody, in his opinion, said: 


After the impeachment of the Gov- 
ernor by the Assembly, the powers 
and duties of the office devolve upon 
the Lieutenant Governor until the dis- 
ability shall cease. The term ‘im- 
peachment’ is used in this connec- 
tion ine its ordinary sense, and means 
the presentation of charges. 

The Assembly is not precluded from 
the exercise of its constitutional. 
powers by the fact that at the time 
the Legislature of which it forms a 
part is convened in extraordinary ses- 
sion for other purposes. 

Article IV., Section 6, of the Con- 
stitution of the State of New York 
provides: 


In case of the impeachment of the Gov- 
ernor or his removal from office, teath, 
inability to discharge the powers and duties 
of the said office, resignation, or absence 
from the State, the powers and duties of 
the office shall devolve upon the Lieutenant 
Governor for the residue of the term, or 
until the disability shall cease. But when 
the Governor shall, with the consent of the 
Legislature, be out of the State in time of 
war at the head of a military force thereof, 
he shall continue as Commander in Chief 


of all the military force of the State, 
Meaning of “Impeachment.” 


The contention has arisen as to 
whether or not, after the presentation 
of articles of impeachment by the As- 
sembly and the service thereof on the 
Governor, the powers and duties of 
his office devolve upon the Lieutenant 
Governor. The solution of this ques- 
tion depends upon the meaning of the 
term ‘impeachment "' as used in the 
above section. It is suggested that it 
means conviction on the charges pre- 
ferred; but if this be so, it is difficult 
to understand why the term should be 
used at all in the section quoted. The 
section also includes the ‘‘ removal” 
of the Governor from office, and he 
can only be removed after conviction 
on a trial by impeachment.

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ROAD INDICTMENTS - 
INROGKLAND COUNTY 


Two Corporations and Four In- 
dividuals Accused as a Re- 
sult of Hennessy Inquiry. 


INVOLVE BRONX POLITICIAN 


Names Not Yet Made Public—Sen- 
ator Blauvelt Not Among Those In- 
dicted—Gross Frauds Alleged.

NEW CITY, N. Y., Aug. 18.—A Grand 
Jury, whose members were divided inte 
bitter factional groups, returned indict- 
ments to-day based upon an investiga- 
tion ordered by Gov. Sulzer and con- 
ducted by his special investigator John 
A. Hennessy into alleged road-building 
frauds in this neighborhood.  Indict- 
ments were returned against two road- 
building corporations and four individ- 
uals. 

Among the men ,indicted there were 
no State Senators and no Assemblymen, 
although the grand jurors returned a 
presentment in’ which the~-administra- 
tion of the State Highways Department 
was denounced severely. 

Because of the possibility that other 
indictments might be found later, the 
Grand Jury was not dismissed, but, on 
motion of District Attorney Thomas 
Gagan, it took a recess until Friday, 
Oct. 17. 

As Rockland County, in which the 
roads investigated were built, is in the 
Senatorial District of State Senator 
George A, Blauvelt, a bitter political 
foe of Gov. Sulzer, the investigation 
conducted by Mr. Hennessy was con- 
sidered from the first by the friends of 


Blauvelt to be aimed at Senator Blau- 
velt ‘‘as a war move” on the Gov- 
ernor’s part. 

It was for this reason that the grand 
jurors split into factions known as 
‘* Blauvelt men,’’ and the ‘‘ Sulzer men.’’ 
The factional spirit spread from the 
Grand Jury room out through the city, 
and when the indictments were handed 
to Justice Kapper the court room was 
crowded. 

As soon as court had adjourned Dis- 
trict Attorney Gagan made this speech 
to the assembled crowd: 

‘*I want all of you men to know that 
the District Attorney’s office and the 
functions of the Grand’ Jury in this 
county cannot be used to fight political

We have taken no orders from ur 
or from Sulzer, and we have not tried to 
help or hurt the enemies of either.’’ 
The Grand Jurors began their inquiry 
into the construction of the Rockland 
County roads on July 14.

ment’’ is well defined, both in its 
popular and its legal meaning. It un- 
questionably means the presentation 
of the charge. It is so used in the 
Constitution itself, which provides in 
Section 13 of Article VI. that ‘‘ the 
Assembly shall have the power of im- 
peachment by a vote of a majority of 
all the members elected.’’ This is 
what has already occurred, and refers 
merely to the presentation of the 
charges, provision for the trial of 
which is made in the same section. 
Mr. Carmody points out that in the 
Constitutions of 1777 and 1821 the term 
‘*impeachment ’”’ 
presentation of charges against 
Governor, and that ‘‘ exact provision is 
made for the succession of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor to act until the Governor 
is acquitted.’’ The Attorney General 
then says: 
There is nothing in the change in 
phraseology in the succeeding Consti- 
tutions which indicates any purpose 
to distort the term impeachment from 
its ordinary and accepted meaning to 
conviction. The principal change in 
phraseology occurred in the Constitu- 
tion of 1846, when there was a change 
made from the earlier to practically 
the present form. An examination of 
the proceedings of that convention 
shows quite clearly the methods by 
which the change was brought about 
and its purpose. 
The report of the Standing Commit- 
tee on Elections, Tenure of Office, 
Compensation, Powers and Duties of 
the Governor and Lieutenant Governor 
shows that in the formulation of the 
article upon this subject it was pro- 
posed to add an additional disability 
regarding the action of the Lieuten- 
ant Governor. The first sentence of 
the section proposed by the committee 
read: 
In case of the impeachment of the Gov- 
ernor or his removal from office, death, 
inability from mental or physical disease, 
resignation or absence from the State, the 
powers and duties of the office shali de- 
volve upon the Lieutenant Governor for 
the residue of the term, or until the Gov- 
ernor, absent or impeached, shall return 
or the disability shall cease. But when the 
Governor shall, with the consent of the 
Legislature, be out of the State in time of 
war, at the head of a military force there- 
of, he shall still continue commander-in- 
chief of all the military force of the State, 


Same Meaning for 69 Years. 


The added disqualification was ‘‘ in- 
ability from mental or physical dis- 


ease,’”’ and to cover this proposed ad- 
ditional temporary disqualification, 
the words ‘or the disability shall 
cease’ were added. The conjunction 
of the words “or the disability shall 
cease” shows Clearly that they had 
reference to the termination of the im- 
peachment proceedings in favor of 
the Governor, and shows clearly the 
intent that he should be disqualified 
from action pending such proceedings. 

When the report was under consid- 
eration by the Committee of the 
Whole, the words ‘‘ the Governor ab- 
sent or impeached shall return or 
were stricken out on motion without 
debate. It was quite apparent that 
the words thus stricken out were un- 
necessary in the section. The phrase 
that had been added by the commit- 
tee, ‘or the disability shall cease,’’ 
would apply to an absent Governor aS 
well as to one who was impeached, or 
who was suffering from inability by 
reason of a mental or physical dis- 
ease. 

There was, apparently, no debate — 
on the proposed change, and there is 
nothing to indicate that it was pro- 
posed to use the word “impeachment” 
in any other or different form than 
from its ordinary meaning in which 
it had been used in the Constitution 
for sixty-nine years. The report of 
the Committee of the Whole was fin- 
ally presented to the convention, the 
section was presented as thus 
amended, together with the further 
amendement as to inability, where 
the phraseology was changed to “ in- 
ability to .discharge the powers and 
duties of said office,’’ and adopted. 

In this form the section stands to- 
day. This consideration of the his- 
tory of the constitutional provisions 
in this regard destroys the force 0 
any argument to the effect that the 
word ‘impeachment ”’ is used in this 
section in any distorted or unusual 
sense. 
The Attorney General refers to an 
article on trial by impeachment by Prof. 
Theodore W. Dwight. in The American 
Law Register, in which attention 1s 
called to the fact that the F«deral Con- 
stitution failed to make provision simi- 

lar to that of the State Constitution as 
to suspension from office of the Gov- 
ernor during the pendency. of impeach- 
ment proceedings. Prof. Dwight states 
that at the time of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution there existed in 
the New York State Constitution the

Complains That Tammany Legisla- 
ture Cut Off Funds for Inquiry.

Has Appendicitis, Jumps Out of 
Window in Nightshirt, and 
Climbs Hospital Fence.

GENERAL ALARM USELESS 


Another Man In Same Apparel 
Causes Complications, but the 


Original Is Still Missing. 


Clad in @ hospital nightshirt, Gootfried 
Sandstron, 32 years old, a delirious pa- 


tient at the Roosevelt Hospital, escaped 
early yesterday morning; and succeeded 
in dropping out of sight’ completely. All 
day the police were on the lookout for 
ame sign of the missing man, but to no 
avail. 

Sandstron, who is a carpenter and 
married, lived with his wife and two 
children at 691 East 137th Street. He 
was admitted to the hospital last Thurs- 
day suffering from acute indigestion and 
appendicitis. So serious was his condi- 
tion that the physieians decided not to 
operate immediately, but wait until the 
grave stomach conditions had been 
remedied. Friday afternoon the patient, 
who is of small stature, but who pos- 
sesses a remarkable physique, went to 
the operating table ‘and his appendix 
was removed. He stood the operation 
well, and two hours after it his condi- 
tion was regarded as favorable. Later 
a high fever developed and he became 
delirious. 

First Went For a Walk. 

Early Sunday evening Sandstrom was 
discovered by one of the internes walR- 
ing up and down in the corridor. He ex- 
plained that he was tired of staying in 
bed. It was then decided to fasten him 
there, and the edges of the strong sheet 
which covered him were fastened to the 
mattress so as to pinion him down 
without causing him pain. As an addi- 
tional precaution, one of the male nurses, 
Otis J. Camp, was put in charge of Sand- 
stron. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday mornng, Camp 
had to take the patient’s temperature and 
enter it wpon the chart of the case. To 
do this it was necessary to unfasten the 
sheet at one side of the bed. 

Camp had taken the temperature, 
which indicated a high fever, and was 
turning away to put the thermometer in 
a sterilizing solution on a table near by, 
preparatory to refastening the sheet,

The news of Hellriegel’s find brought 
Camp, the nurse, to the police station. 
‘*Not the same,” he said, as soon as 
his eyes lighted upon the white-clad 
figure. Lieut. Vorries then decided to 
summon an ambulance from the Poly- 
clinic Hospital, and Dr. Runyan came 
with it. 

“This man is suffering from a tem- 
porary mental derangement,’’ announced 
DE.

Just then a breathless individual 
rushed into the station. He began to 
explain that he was in search of a 
missing man, and was led to the back 
room where the mysterious stranger 
was seated. ;

Smith was taken back ‘to his home in 
the Polyclinic Hospital ambulance. 

In the meantime the search for Sand- 
stron was kept up. The police of the 
Alexander Avenue Station were notified 
and visited his home, but he had not 
returnec there. When the day went by 
and no trace of the missing man was 
discovered his wife became frantic with 
fear and grief, and last night was al- 
most prostrated.

moval,’’ in the section itself, I feel 
there can be no doubt that, pending 
the disposition and final determination 
upon the impeachment, the duties and 
powers of the office of Governor de- 
volve upon the Lieutenant Governor. 

It is interesting to note, in connec- 
tion with this discussion, that provi- 
siong have been inserted in all the 
Constitutions in reference to judicial 
officers, prohibiting them from exer- 
cising the duties of their offices after 
impeachment until acquittal. In the 
earlier Constitutions this disqualifica- 
tion extended only to the more im- 
portant Judges, but by the Constitu- 
tion of 1846 was extended to all judi- 
cial officers. 

It may also be noted that Section 
129 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 
provides as follows: 

No officer shall exercise his office, after 
articles of impeachment against him shall 
have been delivered to the Senate, until he 
is acquitted. 

I do not intend to assert that this 
provision would have force if it were 
in contravention of the Constitution, 
or that the Legislature can impose ad- 
ditional qualifications upon or limit 
or suspend the powers of the executive 
granted by the Constitution, but it is 
interesting as the legislative inter- 
pretation of the organic law,, and this 
provision has been in substance con- 
tained in the statute law of the State 
since 1784. 

We find-the provision in Chapter 10 
of the Laws of 1784, in Section 6, 
which, after authorizing the Assembly 
to impeach, provides as follows: 

When any officer shall be impeached 
as aforesaid he shall be, and hereby Is, 
suspended from exercising the office until 
his acquittal. 

It appeared in the original Revised 
Statutes in the following form: 

Every officer impeached shall be sus- 
ended from the exercise of his office until 
is acquittal. 

This well-established principle of 
our organic law, recognized by statute 
for more than a century and a quar- 
ter, cannot now be set aside upon the 
assumption that a legal term having 
a well-defined meaning must at this 
late date be construed to mean some- 
thing eise. 


As Construed in Nebraska. 


Application of a practically iden- 
tical provision of the Nebraska Con- 
stitution was construed without ques- 
tion as suspending the powers of the 
executive and requiring the discharge 
of his duties by his temporary suc- 
cessor in a case of impeachment. The 
Nebraska Constitution of 1866, Article 
III., Section 16, provided as follows: 

In case of the impeachment of the Gov- 
ernor, his removal from office, death, resig- 
nation or absence from the State, the 
powers and duties of the office shall de- 
volve upon the Secretary of State until 


such disability shall cease, or the vacancy 
be filled. 


It will be noted that this follows 
very largely the Constitution of our 
State, except that, there being no 
Lieutenant Governor, it was provided 
that the duties of the office should de- 
volve upon the Secretary of State. It 
is quite. evident that the Constitution 
of the State of New York was copied, 
and in so far as the question here in- 
volved is concerned was written in 
the organic law of Nebraska. 

While this Constitution was in force 
and on March 4, 1871, articles of im- 
peachment were presented against 
David Butler, Governor of the £tate 
of Nebraska. Later, on that very_day, 
we find a communication sent by Will- 
iam H. James, Acting Governor by 
direction, approving a legislative act. 
And, as shown by the Journal, a 
executive acts were performed by the 
Acting Governor during the pendency 
of the impeachment proceedings 
against the elected Governor. 


Rights of the Assembly. 
Taking up the question of the right of 


Mr. Carmody says: 
I understood it to be claimed that 


the Assembly was without jurisdic- 
tion to make and present the articles 
of impeachment in question, because 
at the time of the adoption thereof 
the Legislature was not regular ses- 
sion, but was in extraordinary session, 
and the subject of impeachment was 
not a matter submitted to the Legis- 
lature for consideration by the Gov- 
ernor. 

After an examination of the question 
I have come to the conclusion that it 
is clearly based upon a misapprehen- 
sion of the nature of the functions of 
the Assembly when adopting and pre- 
senting the articles. This is in no 
sense a legislative function; it is ju- 
dicial. 

The Constitution of the State is di- 
vided into articles which treat of spe- 
cific subjects. The power to summon 
the Legislature in extraordinary ses- 
sion is contained in Article IV., which 
treats of the Executive power. It pro- 
vides in its fourth section that the 
Governor shall have power to convene 
the Legislature, or the Senate only, on 
extraord occasions, and further 
provides that, at an extraor

session, no subject shall be acted upon 
except such as the Governor shall rec- 
ommend for consideration. 

This section merely gives to_the Ex- 
ecutive power to convene the Legisla- 
ture, or the Senate only, and limits the 
power of the body so convened to con- 
sideration of such subjects as he may 
designate. Aside from this provision, 
the only provision in the organic law 
as to the assembling of the Legisla- 
ture is that contained in Article X., 
Section 6, which provides that it shall 
assemble on the first Wednesday of 
January in each year, 

These provisions clearly have refer- 
ence to the meeting of the Legis- 
lature, as such, to perform duties 
along legislative lines, or the meeting 
of the Senate for the purpose of con- 
sidering recommendations of the Gov- 
erncr in the way of appointments 
which he may see fit to submit to it 
and which require its confirmation. 


Like a Grand Jury. 


The power of the Assembly to pre- 
sent articles of impeachment is in no 
manner connected with its powers as 
one of the bodies of the Legislature. 
It is the presenting branch of the 
court for the trial of impeachments. 
It occupies the same relative position 
to that court as the Grand Jury does 
to the Supreme Court and County 
Court. Its powers are defined in Ar- 
ticle VI. of the Constitution, which 
treats of the judiciary. This article 
creates the varijus courts of the State 
and to some extent defipes and limits 
their powers. 

The court for the trial of impeach- 
ments is created by this article, and 
the power of impeachment is vested 


in thé Assembly. By this article also 
are created the Court of Appeals, the 
Supreme Court in its various branches, 
the County Courts, and Surrogates’ 
Courts, and provision is made for the 
election of Justices of the Peace. As 
to none of these courts is provision 
made in the Constitution for their 
assemblage, but jurisdiction is grant- 
ed them and their composition de- 
dined. There is no provision made 
for the assemblage of the Assembly 
to act as an impeaching body in the 
exercise of its judicial powers; nei- 
ther is there provision made for the 
convening of the Court of Appeals, 
the Supreme Court, or any of the mli- 
nor courts. 

If, because the Constitution has 
failed in terms to provide for the 
meeting of the Assembly to exercise 
the jurisdiction expressly conferred 
upon it, it can be claimed that such 
oe. cannot be exercised by 

t, it can with equal force be argued 
that the Court of Appeals, the Su- 
preme Court, and the other courts 
cannot exercise iheir functions be- 
cause the Constitution is silent in re- 
gard to the method of convening 
these tribunals. 

Asserting the belief that when the 
Assembly is in session for any purpose 
it may proceed to the exercise of its 
judicial function of impeachment by a 
vote of a majority of the members 
elected, Mr. Carmody continues: 


The mere fact that it is assembled 
in conjunction with the Senate for 
the limited consideration of legislative 
matters does not deprive it of its 
constitutional power to act as_ the 
presenting judicial body. That it is 
not necessary that the Senate be in 
regular session in order to try an 
impeachment, in conjunction with the 
other members of the court, has been 
recognized since the earliest times. 
The Revised Statutes made provision 
that the President of the Senate might 
summon the court “for the trial of 
impeachments,”’ 


Assembly Could Assemble Itself. 


This and other provisions in regard to 
the practice before the court are now to 
be found in the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure. There is no more reason for re- 
quiring the existence of a legislative 
session as a prerequisite for authorized 
action by the Assembly than as a pre- 
requisite for authorized action by the 
Senate. 

Because the Legislature has failed 
by law to provide for the summoning 
of the Assembly to perform its judi- 
cial function cannot rob it of its con- 
stitutional powers. I am willing to go 
further and state that it is my opinion 
that if the Assembly was not assem- 
bled, either in extraordinary or regu- 
lar session, it might assemble itself 
and proceed to the discharge of its 
powers in this regard. .Otherwise, the 
Governor of the State could prevent 
the impeachment of himself and his 
friends in office for crimes, however 
great, after the adjournment of the 
regular session of the Legislature, b 
the simple process of omitting to call 
the Legislature in session. 


If no impeachment body can be as- 
sembled, no action whatever can be 
taken against the Governor, and am- 
ple time might even be accorded to an 
unscrupulous and ambitious incum- 
‘ent of the office to entirely over- 
throw our forms of government: and 
assume powers of dictatorshiv during 
the time between the adjournment of 
one session of the Legislature and the 
assembling of the ‘next, if he cannot 
be reached by impeachment. 

(People ex rel. Broderick v. Morton, 


156 N. Y., 1386.) Judge Haight, writing 
the opinion in this case, said: 

But the courts have no power to commit 
the Governor for a contempt. They have 
no power over his person. He may be im- 
peached, but there is no other way jin which 
he may be deprived of his executive office. 

It might even be argued that the 
Governor himself has no power to 
call the Assembly in session, because 
his power is restricted to calling the 
Legislature ‘‘and the Senate only.’’ 
There is no provision permitting him 
to call in session the Assembly only. 


Proper Check Upon Executive. 


It is foreign to the principle of our 
law that there should not be in exist- 
ence courts vested with the: power to 
redress wrongs and protect rights, or 
courts dependent for their power to 
act upon the consent of the accused. 
It would be a monstrous proposition, 
indeed, to assert that during a very 
large portion of the year there is in 
our organic law no adequate provision 
to protect the State from acts of mis- 
government, malfeasance, and corrup- 
tion on the part of its officers, no 
matter how vicious such acts may be. 

The court for the trial of impeach- 
ments, both in its trial and its pre- 
senting branches, is carefully provid- 
ed for by the Constitution, but the de- 
tail of the organization of this court 
or of any of the other courts is not 
provided for by the Constitution nor 
attempted to be provided for thereby. 

If, because the Constitution has 
failed to make‘ provision for the con- 
vening of the Assembly, it is without 
jurisdiction, then, for the same reason, 
the Court of Impeachment itself, the 
Court of Appeals, and all the courts of 
the State are without jurisdiction to 
act. The fact that there is no statute 
directing the method of convening the 
Assembly cannot deprive it of the jur- 
isdiction which the organic law vested 
in it. 

Mr. Carmody quotes as a case some- 
what in point in a sister State, that of 
the People ex rel. Adams vs. illyer, 2 
Kansas, 17. In that State the Senate 
had the power under the Constitution to 
try impeachments. The question was 
raised that under the Constitution the 
Senate, being a constitutent part of the 
Legislature, had no power to act as a 
court after the adjournment of the Leg- 
islature. It was not called in extraor- 
dinary session by the Governor. Mr. 
Carmody says: 

It was held that the Senate had 

ower to act as a court, although the 

egislature itself had adjourned sine 
die.

Isaac Heidenhelmer Testified That 
He Cashed Checks for Mc- 
Michael and McDermott.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Isaac Hei- 
denheimer, another of the Washington 
Pawnbrokers who were driven out of 
business last March through the enact- 
ment by Congress of the “loan shark” 
law, testified before the House Lobby 
Investigating Committee this afternoon 
that he contributed $1,500 toward the 
fund raised by three pawnbrokers in an 
effort to prevent the enactment of that 
law in any form that would injure their 
business. 

Heidenheimer testified that the fund 
which he and the other two pawn- 
brokers, Horning and Bernstine, raised 
amounted to $3,750, and that he himself 
contributed $1,500. He had given the 
contributions to George D. Horning, who

record of all articles pawned and the 
interest payments.” . 

Heidenheimer explained that his firm 
consisted of himself, his brother, and 
father; that they never keep any gen- 
eral ledgers showing expenditures, nor 
a profit and loss account. Whenever 
any member of the firm wanted any 
money he would write a check for it 
without making any record, because 
they keep no general expense books. For 
this reason, he said, he had no record 
of the money he paid into the fund. 

Like Bernstine, Heidenheimer testified 
that he, too, had cashed checks for ex- 
Page McMichael. He also.admiitted that 
he had cashed Government pay war- 
rants drawn in favor of Representative 
James T. McDermott. Heidenheimer 
said he would hold these Government 
pay warrants, which he regarded as be- 
ing as good as cash, until the first of 
the month following their presentation, 
and would then have them cashed. This 
fitted in with ex-Page McMichael’s tes- 
timony that he was able to have these 
pay warrants of McDermott’s cashed by 
Heidenheimer from eight to ten days be- 
fore they were due. 

Representative McDermott’s lawyers 
turned a severe cross-examination to- 
day upon McMichael to shake his story 
that McDermott obtained $7,500 from 
Washington pawnbrokers trying to de- 
feat the Federal loan shark bill. Me- 
Michael testified that he did not see any 
money given to McDermott and had 
only McDermott’s own word about the 
alleged transaction with the loan sharks, 

McMichael swore that in an effort to 
have him ‘‘ keep his mouth shut”? Me- 
Dermott’s brother-in-law promised him 
a municipal job here through A. B. Ral- 
ston, counsel for the American Feder- 
ation of Labor and a former partner of 
District Commissioner Siddons.

The case may there- 
fore be considered as authority to the 
effect that the Senate may, so far as 
any constitutional prohibition is con- 
cerned, sit as a court for the trial of 
impeachments, although the Legislat- 
ure itself has by adjournment lost its 
constitutional powers to act as such. 
Should Not be Questioned. 


If the Senate, as the trial court, may 
sit, independent of the legal existence 
of the Legislature, the Assembly, as 
the presenting arm of the court, cer- 
tainly muy also act. I believe there- 
fore that inasmuch as the Assembly 
has by vote ot the majority of all 
members elected exercised the power 
of impeachment, as it is expressly 
authorized to do by Section 13. of 
Article VI. of the State Constitution, 
the question as to how the Assembly 
came in session is not pertinent to the 
inquiry, and the method by which such 
convention of the Assembly was had 
does not affect its jurisdictional power 
to act. 

Clearly, its action in the matter 
should not be questioned by adminis- 
trative or minor judicial officers or 
tribunals until set aside by the ac- 
tion of that court, the highest in the 
State, of which it forms a part. As 
well might a determination of the 
Court of Appeals, within the line of 
its jurisdiction, be challenged by an- 
other tribunal or officer on the quib- 
ble that the court was not assembled 
with due formality when the deter- 
mination was made. 

The Assembly had jurisdiction to 
make the impeachment. Its action in 
exercising such jurisdiction was not 
nullified by the fact that at the time 
of such action it formed a portion of 
the Legislature convened in extraordi- 
nary session for other purposes. [If 
there were any question as to the 
regularity of the convening of the im- 
peaching body, that question and the 
effect of irregularity, if found to ex- 
ist, would be for the consideration of 
the court upon or prior to the trial. 
Tn the mean time the orderly admin- 
istration of public affairs, the dignity 
of the State, and the peace and quiet 
of its citizens demand that the status 
prescribed by the Constitution itself in 
such emergencies should he respected 
and preserved by all public officers. 

In impeachment proceedings’ the 
Assembly acts fudicially pursuant to 
power conferred unon it by the Con- 
stitution. This power, not being lim- 
ited in extent nor restricted as to 
procedure, may be exercised at any 
time the Assembly may determine 
upon.

POLICE IDEA OF LAW 


Suggests Possibility of Hold- 
ing Up Trains on Which 
Liquor Is Sold. 


DWYER HELD IN NEW CASE 


Healy Raids Hearing Results in 


Four More Cases of Assault 
Going to Special Sessions. 


As another chapter in the story of the 
summary ejection of guests from Healy’s 
Restaurant last Thursday morning In- 
spector Dwyer and three of his raiders 
were held for trial in Special Sessions 
yesterday on the charges of assault 
made by ejected patrons of the place. 
Although Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Curtis asked that the men be paroled in 
his custody, Magistrate Deuel fixed bail 
in each case at $50. On Saturday 
Dwyer and Patrolman Sheridan were 
held for the Grand Jury on charges of 
felonious assault. 

Albert Grau of 539 West 115th Street 
was the accuser yesterday of Dwyer 
and Policeman Hyer, George F. How- 
ells of 200 West 107th Street appeared 


against Policeman Merrill, and Aloysius 
Soseen appeared against Patrolman 


Walsh. Patrolmen Hoffman and Rod- 
man were discharged because the iden- 
tification was insufficient. 

At the hearing the Magistrate made 
the exceptional move of accompanying 
his decision by a memorandum in which 
he laughed at the police construction of 
the law, pointed out that even liquors 
may be consumed by patrons provided 
they are served before 1 o’clock, ex- 
pressed the opinion that the raids would 
never have been made had Commission- 
er Waldo been in charge instead of Act- 
ing Commissioner McKay, and in an- 
swer to the Mayor’s reflections on the 
District Attorney said that Mr. Whit- 
man was a witness of the last‘and most 
violent of the raids with the Magistrate’s 
approval. 

Here is part of the Magistrate’s type- 
written opinion, written for District At- 


torney Whitman and Assistant Corpora- 


tion Counsel Curtis: 


“It was not until the arrest of In- 
spector Dwyer that the Police Depart- 
ment disclosed the authority under 
which the Acting Commissioner oper- 
ated; had the more sane and less im- 
petuous Commissioner been present and 
in command he would not have ignored 


the judicial admonition without a con- 


ference; in which case, I doubt not, the 
late disgraceful scenes would have been 
avoided. The authority is Subdivision 9 
of Section 30 of the liquor tax law. 

‘* There is no occasion to discuss in 
this case whether the failure of a hotel 


keeper to close the dining room every 
morning at 1 o’clock, every bedroom at 
the same hour, and similarly évery large 
room where banquets with wine‘are held, 
would justify the police with drawn 
night sticks, violently to drive guests 
from the dining room, sleepers from 
their rooms, or those attending a dance, 
into the street, or to keep either or all 
forcibly imprisoned for several hours; 
or would justify the Governor in calling 
out the State militia to hold up a pas- 
senger train because, forsooth, men and 
women were permitted to sleep in some 
car wherein the right to traffic in liquor 
had been acquired from the State. And 
yet one is just as consistent as the 
other upon the published construction of 
the Police Department. 

‘* As the proprietor was not arrested 
on either of the several visitations of the 
police, nor any one else in his stead, the 
conclusion {s irresistible that no one 
violated either of the two sole .crime 
provisions—unlocked door or admitting 
to the premises after 1 o’clock. 

‘* Was it a crime to have in this dining 
room after 1 o'clock, guests who were 
consuming refreshments, liquid or other- 
wise, purchased before 1? If so, it was 
statutory, and it is too academic to re- 
quire citations to sustain the proposi- 
tion that such crime must appear by the 
actual words of the statute. Legislative 
intent cannot be inferred in such mat- 
ters. The crime must be plain and ob- 
vious to a citizen of average intelligence 
from the language used to create it, and 
each fact necessary to constitute the 
crime must be proved by the people 
upon any such prosecution. 

“The plain and unmistakable intent of 
the subdivision in question is that a 
contracts made before 1 o’clock may be 
carried out and completed, provided the 
proprietor fulfills his part before that 
hour; that at 1 the doors shall be closed 
and locked; thereafter none shall be ad- 
mitted; and those inside at 1, shall have 
at least reasonable opportunity to con- 
sume what had been 
chased.’

NEGRESS CLAIMS LEEESTATE

CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—William H. Lee, 
head of a publishing firm, who lived in 
Chicago as a white man and died ap- 
parently without heirs, was claimed in 
the probate court to-day by Mrs. Lu- 
cinda Anderson, colored, of Benton Har- 
bor, Mich.,.as her husband. Lee began 
his career-in a small New Hampshire 
town, it is said, after serving as valet 
in the civil war to a Confederate of- 
ficer. 

In a petition filed for Mrs. Anderson, 
it is alleged that the publisher’s real 
name was William A. Anderson, that 
he was a negro, though of light com- 
plexion, and that he deserted Mrs. An- 
derson thirty years ago.

NO INTERFERENCE TOLERATED 


Huerta’s Reply Declined to Con- 
sider Even ‘‘Friendiy Mediation.” 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 18.—In giving 
the United States Government until 


midnight to recognize him, Presi- 


dent Huerta is not specific in,the 
public announcement as to what 
course will then be pursued, but it is 
understood that this notice means the 
severing of all relations between the 


two countries. 
Two notes from Mexico have been 


sent to Washington. The first was a 
reply to that delivered by Mr. Lind. 
This note included the demand for 
recognition of Mexico. 

The second note was sent directly 
to Washington, and demanded that a 


reply to the previous note be made 


before midnight. 

This is regarded here as an ulti- 
matum. 

One official, in discussing this latter 
note, said that Mexico had reached the 
point where she either must bow her 


head in humiliation before the United 


States or adopt an attitude of de- 
fiance. The first contingency, he 
added, was regarded as impossible. 

It was reported earlier to-day that 
President Huerta, replying to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s note, which was recent- 
ly delivered to the Mexican Govern- 
ment through ex-Gov. John Lind, had 
refused mediation or any similar sug- 
gestion made by a foreign Govern- 
ment, and that Mr. Lind had forward- 
ed Gen. Huerta’s answer to Washing- 
ton and was awaiting a reply. 

President Huerta in his reply told 
the United States that he would tol- 


erate no interference, even though 
that interference might be character-, 
ized as friendly mediation. 

The character of the reply of Wash- 
ington to President Huerta’s note will 


determine the next action in the in- 


ternational drama. 

All those connected with the Ameri- 
can Embassy refused to admit the re- 
ceipt of the note, and its sending was 
not admitted officially by the Mexican 


Government. 
At the embassy there was an evi- 


dent desire to appear optimistic, and 
one was led to believe that Mr. Lind 
still hoped for a continuation of the 


negotiations. ; 
It is believed here that President 


Huerta’s attitude is likely to result in 
the early adoption of a policy of ab- 
solute non-interference on the part 
of the United States Government, 
which probably will involve the lift- 
ing of the embargo against the im- 
portation of arms and ammunition by 
the rebels. 


Official Word of Ultimatum Not 
Yet Received in Washington. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, Aug. 19.— 

No official confirmation of the dis- 


patches from Mexico City announcing 


that President Huerta had given the 
United States until midnight to recog- 
nize the Mexican Government, and that 
non-compliance with this demand was 
likely to result in a severance of diplo- 
matic relations between the two Gov- 
ernments, had been received at the 
White House or the State Department 
up to 12:25 o’clock this morning. 

Both President Wilson and Secretary 
Bryan had gone to bed before the press 
bulletin containing news of the Mexico 
City announcement was received here, 
but Mr. Bryan was awakened at mid- 
night by one of the White House of- 
ficials to whom he said that no official 
message had come to him from Mexico 
City that tended to confirm in any de- 
gree the sensational news sent from 
that place to newspapers in this country. 

The last official dispatch received by 
the State Department from Mexjco City 
was delivered to Secretary Bryan at 10 
o'clock last night. It was from Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy, Chargé d’Affaires, and 
seemed to indicate that the state of ne- 
gotiations between the United States and 
Mexico for bringing about peace in the 


Southern republic were more favorable 
than had been indicated by develop- 
ments told in official advice received 
earlier in the day. 

Experience has shown that official 
dispatches sent from the American Em- 
bassy in Mexico to the State Depart- 
ment take about three hours from the 
time of filing to the time of delivery 
here and additional time is consumed 
in translation from the cipher in which 
all messages of a confidential character 
are sent. 

In this connection it was pointed out 
that if the reported ultimatum was de- 
livered to the Embassy in Mexico City 
it would have been put into the State 
Department secret cipher before being 
tiled for transmission by telegraph to 
the department, and this would prob- 
ably consum6 considerable time, even if 
the message were short. Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy, it was said, always filed impor- 
tant news promptly, and unquestion- 
ably would have rushed any such mo- 
mentous communication as the alleged 
ultimatum. 

“President Wilson will resist inter- 
vention to the very last, and in so do- 
ing will receive strong support,” said 
Senator Burton. “Before submitting 
to intervention President Wilson will 
lift the embargo against the shipments 
of arms into Mexico, this as a last re- 
sort, in the hope that out of it all will 
arise a Mexican leader strong and 
courageous enough to restore peace and 
orderly government. 

Hope for a Strong Leader in Mexico 

“The one thing that can save Mexico 
from herself is the sudden development 
of a dominant and résourceful leader— 
@ leader, for example, such as _ Diaz. 
Under present ¢onditions the Ikelihood 
of the development of such a man is 
remote. 

“Terrible outrages have been com- 
mitted against Americans in Mexico. Of 
this there no longer remains the slight- 
est doubt. There has been tremendous 

roperty loss, and by this I mean, too, 
egitimate property interests. This Gov- 
ernment has been exceedingly patien 
and rightly so. The detailing of thes 
outrages would be as unwise as it is un- 
necessary at this time. There is danger, 
as it is, of an inflamed public opinion 
in the United States. 

Senator Burton believes that, if inter- 
vention comes, so far as such a thing is 
possible, it will be a peaceful invasion 
of Mexico by the forces of the United 
States. He said: 

“There will be no attempt at the 
peoiieatian of Mexico without action 

y this Government, making it abso- 
lutely apparent that it is not to be a 
movement in any way connected with 
the aggrandizement of property. It will 
be a movement entere dupon solely and 
wholly to restore order in Mexico. In 
every sense it will be a movement for 
pedace.”’ 

Officials with whom THE NEW YorK 
Times correspondent was able to com- 
municate at midnight said they could 
not believe an ultimatum had been sent 
to this Government fixing a time limit 
within which the United States must 
recognize thé Huerto administration of 
Mexican affairs. _ 

When it was pointed out to them that 


the information from Mexico” City was 
based upon an official announcement 
of the Mexican Government, they still 
insisted that the report must be incor- 
rect. They sald it was preposterous to 
think the Mexican Government would 
serve such an ultimatum on the United 
States, percowlerty as it had not been 
delivered in Washington before mid- 
night, the time set for compliance with 
its terms, or communicated to the em- 
bassy in Mexico sufficiently in advance 
of midnight to enable it to be tele- 
graphed here before the midnight hour. 

It was also pointed out that if such an 
ultimatum was presented with any idea 
that it would be given serious considera- 
tion by the American Government, the 
Huerta Government did not even con- 
sider the possibility that the President 
might wish to take counsel with Con-. 
gress before acting. 

While in every case of a new Govern- 
ment, and even of belligerency, the 
question of recognition is shown by the 
records to have been asserted to have 
been determinable solely by the Ex- 
ecutive, still in the case of the Spanish- 
American republics, of Texas, of Haiti, 
and of Liberia, the President, before rec- 
ognizing the new State, invoked the 
judgment and co-operation of Congress, 
and in each of these cases provision 
was made by Congress for the appoint- 
ment of Ministers. 

It is realized here, however, that in 
spite of the absence of official confir- 
mation President Huerta may _ have 
taken the action attributed to him in 
the Mexico City dispatches. One view 
obtained early this morning was that 
Huerta, having been informed of the 
purpose of the United States Govern- 
ment to bring the Mexican troubles to 
an end, had determined that nothing 
was to be gained by delay and therefore 
took action equivalent to breaking off 
relations with the United States. 

Earlier yesterday the Government had 
been advised of the rejection by Presi- 
dent Huerta of the terms that had been 
proposed through the medium of Mr. 
Lind. According to general report the 
American communication appealed for 
a suspension of hostilities and a con- 
stitutional election, and contained an 
emphatic statement that under no cir- 
cumstances could the United States rec- 
ognize the Huerta régime because it 
was sct up by irregular force instead 
of constitutional order, will be made 
public to-morrow. 

This discouraging information led to 
a conference between President Wilson 
Secretary Bryan, and John Bassett 
Moore, counsellor of the State Depart- 
ment, and last evening there was a 
consultation between Secretary Bryan 
and Senator Bacon, Chairman of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations. 

The President and those with whom he 
advised were much disturbed over the 
rejection of proposals put before the 
Mexican Government by Mr. Lind. It 
was said then, however, that the nego- 
tiations had not been severed and would 
be carried on in the amicable spirit that 
had characterized them since the ar- 
rival of Mr. Lind in Mexico City a week 
ago yesterday. 

A dispatch received from Mr. 
O'Shaue‘nnessy later was of an optimis- 
tic instead of a pessimistic character 
and there was nothing in it to suggest 
that the Mexican Government contem- 
plated demanding recognition from the 
United States without delay. 

It was apparent from Mr. O’Shaugh- 
nessy’S message that not even a sug- 
gestion of any such sensational move 
on the part of President Huerta had 
come to him, 

It is felt here that a refusal of the 
Mexican Government to carry on rela- 
tions with the United States will be 
more harmful to Mexico than to this 
country. An ultimatum, such as_ that 
suggested by press advices from Mex- 
ico, would tend, it was said, to in- 
flame public sentiment in this country 
against Mexico and might provide a 
basis for an outbreak in Congress that 
might have unpleasant results. 

No doubt is felt here that the re- 
ported ultimatum would be construed 
by the United States Government as an 
insult, and in view of the state of feel- 
ing of many Senators and Representa- 
tives over conditions in Mexico some 
persons doubt if they could be held in 
check any longer. s 

In view of the rejection of the sug- 
gestions contained in the communica- 
tion presented by Mr. Lind, the publi- 
cation of the document to-day will con- 
stitute a reiteration before the world 
of President 
stitutional government in 
1ca. 

When the early dispatches telling of 
the rejection of the Lind proposals were 
received by the State Department it 
was very evident that the President 
and other officers of the Administration 
were greatly disappointed and _ cast 
down, even from the guarded remarks 
made at the White House and the State 
Department. ‘‘The Mexican problem,” 
said a high offical, “has become one 
big interrogation point.’’ 

Nothing was said by any officia] to 
indicate that the Administration saw 
even a ray of hope in the present status 
of the efforts of this Government to 
bring adout a restoration of normal con- 
ditions in Mexico. 

After the conference at the White 
House in the afternoon Secretary Bryan 
said that he thought that any statement 
to be made concerning it should come 
from President Wilson. Application for 
information at the White House result- 
ed in the brief announcement that the 
“ President has nothing to say.” 

Additional significance was attached 
to the conference by the fact of the 
presence of Mr. Moore. For some 
reason Mr. Moore, it is believed, has 
thus far had little opportunity to voice 
his views concerning the course that 
should be pursued toward Mexico. It 
is asserted by those who say they are 
in a position to know the facts, that 
Mr. Moore was not consulted in the 7) 
lection of ex-Gov. Lind and the pur- 
pose of his special mission, and that he 
even did not know that Mr. Lind had 
been chosen for this important work 
until! after the public announcement 
was made to the press, on Aug. 4, that 
the Envoy had started for Mexico City 
that afternoon. The significance at- 
tached to Mr. Moore's participation in 
the conference was based upon the 
theory that he would not have been 
called into consultation at this time 
unless the situation had developed com- 
plications that required the profound 
knowledge and diplomatic initiative of 
such an eminent authority to straighten 
them out. 

For nearly a week the President an® 
his advisers have been very hopeful 
that Mr. Lind's mission would have 
a successful outcome. Their optimism 
was of such a confident nature that 
they did not hesitate to indicate it to 
those who consulted them in reference! 
to the eendition of affairs in Mexico. 
Mr. Lind’s early reports indicated that 
the Mexican Government was inclined 
to be much more friendly toward him 
and the purposes of his mission than 
had been supposed, and it was felt that 
there was good reason to believe that 
a proposal on the part of this Govern-

Senator Bacon of Georgia, Chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
called at the White House yesterday, 
and as he was leaving said in response 
to a question: 

“At least we have done our duty. We 
have shown the world our friendly in- 
tentions, and it will not be our fault if 
the suggestions are rejected.”’ But he 
would not en net gl his statement. 

The pessimistic view that appears to 
prevail in Administration circles over 
the efforts to bring peace in Mexico ex- 
tends to some members of Congress who 
are'taking a deep interest in Mr, Lind’s 
mission and the situation generally. 

Senator Burton, of Ohio, a Repub- 
lican member of the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, is one of those who 
shares this pessimism. He expressed 
the belief that intervention in Mexico 
seemed to be practically inevitable. 
Greater significance attaches to this 
declaration from the fact that Senator 
Burton is one of the foremost advocates 
of peace in the United States. He was 
formerly President of the American 
Peace Society, and as a leading member 
of the International Parliamentary Un- 
ion has worked zealously for the objects 
of this important organization for the 
maintenance of amicable relations 
among nations. 

In declaring his fear that intervention 
by the United States in Mexico could not 
be avoided, Mr. Burton spoke of condi- 
tions now existing in Mexico, knowledge 
of some of which had not been given to 
the public. Those tended to convince 
him, he said, that the armed power of 
the United States would be required 
for the pacification of the turbulent 
Southern Republic. 

Senator Burton emphasized his admi- 
ration for the efforts of President Wil- 
son to bring about the  westoration of 
order in Mexico. He intended to stand 
by the President to the end, he said, 
in the endeavor of Mr. Wilson to effect 
some sort of solution of the Mexican 
problem without the employment of 
force. At the same time he admitted 
that he was not hopeful that this could 
be accomplished. 


Bryan’s Demand for Americans’ 
Safety in Hulse’s Case Implies 
Recognition. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—President 
Huerta of Mexico has been warned by 
the Administration that the killing and 
threatening of American citizens in 
Mexico must stop. Nelson O’Shaugh- 
nessy, the Chargé at Mexico City, has 


been instructed by Secretary Bryan to 
demand of the ‘ Mexican Central 
Government” that no American shall 
be threatened with death and ‘that 
none be executed until every process of 
law and diplomatic intercourse shall 
have been exhausted.”’ 

This declaration, the mpst emphatic 
made by the Wilson Administration, 
came as a result of the reference to the 
State Department of the plea of Lieut. 
Gov. Reynolds of Pennsylvania for the 
protection of his son-in-law, Shirley C. 
Hulse and the latter's wife and child, 
who are now at Oquilla, State of Chi- 
huahua. 

William B. Fuller, chief engineer of 
the construction work on the Conchos 
River, fled to the American border 
under the threat of the Federal com- 
mander at Chihuahua that _he was to 
be shot. Upon reaching El Paso he 
communicated with Lieut. Gov. Reyn- 
olds and suggested that aid be solicited 
for Hulse, the chief assistant engineer, 
who was in danger of coming under _the 
displeasure of Gen, Mercado, the Fed- 


eral chief, 

At the instance of Senator Penrose, 
the Secretary of State immediately took 
action to protect Hulse and his family. 
He has reported to Mr. Penrose con- 
cerning the case in the following com- 
munication: 


Referring to your interest in Shirley C. 
Hulse and family, I have the honor to in- 
form you that, in answer to the depart- 
ment’s telegraphic instructions to the Con- 
sul at Cludad Juarez, dated Aug. 14, the 
following reply has been received: 

‘“‘The Consul, in conversation with Will- 
iam B. Fuller at El Paso this morning, 
learns that the case and condition of Shir- 
ley C. Hulse and family at Pearson con- 
struction camp, Oquilla, is fully before the 
Consul at Chihuahua, and everything will 
be done that is possible by Consul Letcher 
to relieve the Americans in that camp. 
This Consul will, however, communicate 
with the Consul at Chihuahua at the 
earliest possible moment. 

‘*It is the opinion of Mr. Fuller that the 
Hulse family is not in immediate danger, 
but that the threat of execution should be 
brought to the attention of the Mexican 
authorities at Mexico City.’’ 

The Department has also sent telegraphic 
instructions to the American Embassy at 
Mexico City to immediately take up the 
matter with the appropriate authorities and 
to request, {n the most urgent maner pos- 
sible, that the Federal General in charge 
at Oquilla make immediate report to the 
Mexican Central Government covering the 
situation of American citizens in Oquilla, 
and to demand that no American in that 
place be threatened with death, and that 
none be executed until every process of 
law and diplomatic intercourse shall have 
been exhausted. The Embassy is directed 
to rush its reply to the Department stating 
specifically the condition of Hulse and 
family.

While the Administration has declined 
diplomatically to recognize the Huerta 
government, the instructions sent to 
the American Embassy constitute such 
recognition in fact. Huerta is referred 
to in the dispatch as the ‘ Mexican 
Central Government,’’ and the fact that 
a demand is made that no American 
shall be threatened or executed without 
exhausting every legal process and 
‘‘ diplomatic intercourse ’’ demonstrates 
that President Wilson will look to this 
Huerta government to enforce legal and 
orderly procedure in dealing with alleged 
charges against Americans. Just how 
any such cases can be setticd by ‘‘ diplo- 
matic intercouse’’ when the United 
States steadfastly refuses to have any

LONDON, Aug. 18.—Robert Donald, 
editor of The Daily Chronicle and 
President of the Institute of Journal- 
ists, painted a striking picture of the 
newspaper of the future in his Pres- 
idential address at the annual meeting 
of the institute to-day at York. 

Mr. Donald said if he were to at- 
tempt to forecast the future he would 
say that newspapers would be fewer 
{n number. The tendency toward 
combination would increase and colos- 
sal circulations would continue to 
grow. He added: 

“The newspaper of the future will 
not contain less reading matter, but 
its pages will be smaller, methods of 
distribution will be quicker, and cir- 
culation will cover greater areas. 

“Airships and aeroplanes will be 
used for the most distant centres. 
Electric trains and motorplanes run- 
ning on special tracks will also be 
used. In all the chief centres of popu- 
lation papers will be distributed by 
electric or pneumatic tubes. Morning 
and evening newspapers will be 
merged and editions will come out al- 
most every hour of the day and night. 

‘*News will be collected by wireless 
telephones and a reporter will always 
have a portable telephone with him 
with which he will communicate with 
his paper without the trouble of going 
to a telephone. The wireless tele- 
phone messages will be delivered to 
the sub-editors in printed column 
form. s 

‘““At people’s recreation halls, with 
the cinematograpa and the gramo- 
phone or some other more agrecable 
instrument of mechanical speech, all 
the news of the day will be given hot 
from its source. 

‘‘People may become too lazy to 
read, and news will be laid on to 
house or office just as gas and water 
are now. Occuplers will listen to an

American Gunboat Wilmington 
Narrow Escape at Hongkong. 


MACAO, Aug. 18.—One hundred and 
fifty fishermen were drowned and many 
junks were wrecked in the roadstead 
here by a typhoon which yesterday 
swept the Chinese coast. 

There also were many casualties on 


shore, the majority of them being due 
to the collapse of houses. 


HONGKONG, Aug. 18.—A _ typhoon 
which raged here yesterday attained a 
velocity of 105 miles an hour. 

When it was at its height the gunboat 
Wilmington attached to the Third Di- 
vision of the United States Asiatic fleet, 
fired distress signals. A tug towed the 
gunboat to shelter. 

When the typhoon had moderated the 
British destroyer Otter steamed out of 
the harbor in search of the pleasure 
yacht Truy, which had on board officers 
of the British receiving ship Tamar. The 
officers were safely landed by the de- 
stroyer. 

A number of small boats in the harbor 
foundered. 


START HOSPITAL IN SECRET. 


Advocates of Coram Institution 
Feared Opposition. 


A tuberculosis sanitarium 
established about a mile south of Co- 
ram, near Patchogue, L. I., by a com- 
mittee of the Brooklyn Bureau of Chari- 
ties. Because of the fear of oppositfon 
by Long Islanders the greatest secrecy 
was observed in preparing the buildings 
and grounds. Sixteen children now are 
inmates of the new institution. There 
are sixty-five acres of ground about the 
buildings. This ground, it is said, was 
bought of the Central Labor Bureau of 
Brooklyn, which acquired the tract sev- 
eral years age as a site for a tubercu- 
losis hospital, but never built on the 
property. The soil is dry and about 100 
feet above sea level. é 

The main building is about thirty feet 
square with an extension used as a 
kitchen. It has two large wings used 
for dormitories. The fronts of these 
wings are entirely open to the air. Can- 
vas curtains can be lowered during 
storms. A bathhouse has been erected 
near by. Water is obtained from a well 
180 feet deep. The water is so cold as 
it comes from the ground that it is 
used for refrigerating purposes. The 
buildings cost about $20,000. There is 
room at present for only twenty in- 
mates. R. D. Rider is Superintendent 
of the hospital. The child inmates are 
selected at school clinics and examina- 
tions. Charitable Brooklyn people, it is 
said, provided the funds with which 
the hospital was established. 


STRIKERS’ JOBS ABOLISHED. 


When Photo Engravers Quit Dou- 
bleday Gave Up Unprofitable Work. 


F. N. Doubleday appeared quizzically 
annoyed yesterday when asked to con- 
firm a report that Doubleday, Page & 
Co., the publishers, had a strike of 
pressmen and photo-engravers in their 
Garden City plant, and had abolished 
the photo-engraving department in con- 
sequence, 

‘“‘Lord bless you!” he said. ‘‘ We 
abolished that photo-engraving depart- 
ment last week. It had been losing 
money for three years. Last week these 
fellows, who had been getting high sala- 
ries, came around and said they’d have 
to strike. 

“ Don’t do it!’ T warned them. ‘ We 
need that space you occupy for work we 
can make some money on. If you go, 
we'll clear your truck out and put in 
some money-making stuff.’ 

“But it didn’t do any good. They 
went out ‘in sympathy.’ I gave them 
my blessing and abolished the depart- 
ment. 

‘“‘In our pressroom we're turning out 
more books than we ever did in our 
lives, more than 12,000 a day. We've got 
all the applications for jobs we need 
and get more every day. Strike? Well, 
there are forty or fifty people talking 
to newspapers, saying they’re on strike, 
and wanting us to kick out 700 satisfied 
help.”’ 


GOETHALS AT 1915 FAIR. 


Canal Builder Will Head Engineer- 
ing Congress at the Exposition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 18.—Col. 
George W. Goethals, U. S. A., whose en- 
gineering genius is bringing the Panama 
Canal into being, is to take part in the 
Panama-Pacific International Exposi- 
tion which is to be held in this city in 
1915 to celebrate the completion of the 
great project. Col. Gothals, who is 
Chairman of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission and Chief Engineer of the Pan- 
ama Canal, has accepted the Honorary 
Presidncy of the International Engi- 
neering Congress, which will be held, in 
connection with the exposition, from 
Sept. 20 to 25, 1915. 

The congress, it is promised by its pro- 
moters, will be the most notable in the 
history of engineering. The exposition 
officials have communicated with some 
80,000 engineers in all parts of the world, 
with a view of having them visit San 
Francisco in 1915. The congress will be 
conducted under the combined auspices 
of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, the American Institute of Mining 
Engineers, the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, the American Insti- 
tute of Electrical Engineers, and the So- 
ciety of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers. 


HENDRICKS LEFT $656,678. 


Residuary Estate Is Divided Among 
Five of His Sisters. 


Edmund Hendricks, a civil war vet- 
eran and a member of the firm of 
Hendricks Brothers, metal merchants, 
of 49 Cliff Street, left an estate valued 
on the day of his death, Oct. 27, 1909, 
at $656,678, according to the appraisal 
filed yesterday. Among the mining 
stocks which he held were sixty-five 
shares of the Calumet and Hecla Min- 
ing Company, valued at $41,600. The 
largest item in his estate was his inter- 
est in the firm of Hendricks Brothers, 
which was appraised at $325,068. Under 
the terms of the partnership it was 
agreed that upon the death of a mem- 
ber his interest in the good-will should 
become the property of the surviving 
members.

If Search Is Successful, the 
Glenriddell Papers May Not 
Be Allowed to Come Here. 


WERE ONLY LENT, IT’S SAID 


Argument Made That the Liverpool 
Athenaeum Had No Right to Dis- 
pose of the Famous Manuscripts.

LONDON, Aug. 18.—A romantic 
search for a lost heir and protracted 
litigation may result from the sale by 
the Liverpool Athenaeum of the Glen- 
riddell Burns manuscripts to an 
American. 

It appears that Sotheby, Wilkinson 
& Hodge, who acted as agents in the 
sale, still retain possession of the 
manuscripts, awaiting the outcome of 
the threatened litigation by the so-| 
cieties which seek to retain the manu- | 
scripts in this country. A Liverpool 
firm of solicitors is preparing a case | 
on behalf of the societies, and pro- | 
ceedings will be started as soon as | 
they have discovered and identified a 
direct descendant of Robert Burns. 

Although the right of the Athe- 
naeum to dispose of the manuscripts, | 
seeing that they have been in that 
body’s possession for sixty years, may 
appear strong, the solicitors in ques- 
tion hold the view that the title of| 
the legal descendant of Burns has not | 
been ousted and that a very good case 
can be put before the courts. In this 
connection it may be stated that the} 
Scottish law on title is stronger than 
that of England, and a corresponding- 
ly stronger fight can be made in the 
Scottish courts than would be the case } 
in England. 

Lord Rosebery has expressed the 
opinion that Mrs. Currie had no claim 
to the Glenriddell manuscripts and no 
power to give them to the Liverpool 
Athenaeum, which, consequently, has 
no power to dispose of them. 

Burns’s own written words are cited 
as proof of this. In the preface to a 
book of poems in the Glenriddell 
manuscripts, in which Burns solemnly 
dedicated the manuscripts to his

friend, Capt. Robert Riddell, the : 
plainly stated that he presented x, 
| 


manuscripts to Capt. Riddell as a 
tribute of gratitude for the happy 
hours he had spent under Riddell’s 
roof, ‘where what poverty, even 
though accompanied by genius, must 
seldom expect to meet with at the 
tables and in the circles of fashion- 
able life, his welcome has ever been 
the cordiality of kindness and the 
warmth of friendship.” 

When Riddell died, in 1796, Burns 
asked the family to send him the 
manuscripts, so that he might com- 
plete the second volume. This was 
done, and the manuscripts would 
doubtless have been sent back to the | 
Riddells but for the fact that the poet | 
fell ill. After his death his widow | 
handed the manuscripts to Dr. Currie | 
for biographical purposes. Lord Rose- 
bery argues that they were only lent | 
and should have been returned to} 
Burns’s widow. 

It will thus be seen that the ulti- | 
mate destination of the manuscripts 
probably depends upon whether a di- 
rect living descendant of Burns can |

FRANCIS JOSEPH IS 83. 


Event Celebrated All Over Dual Mon- 
archy—Emperor in Good Health. 


VIENNA, Aug. 18.—The eighty-third 
birthday of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
the oldest monarch in the world, which 
he is spending at Ischl, is being cele- 
brated throughout the Dual Monarchy 
to-day with great festivities.

Lieut. Col. Eugene T. Wilson, in 
charge of the commissary department 
of the Panama Railroad, one of the 
most popular men on the Isthmus, who 
has made a tremendous reputation for 
himself by the manner in which he has 
handled the vast commissary stores, is 
also mentioned for a place on the com- 
mission, and the only other man under 
consideration by the army men is said 
to be Capt. Robert E. Wood, a young 
cavalry officer, who last month was ap- 
pointed by Col. Goethals Chief Quarter- 
master of the Panama Canal. He took 
the place made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Gen. C. A. Devol. Neither Col. 
Wilson nor Capt. Wood is an engineer, 
but that would not prevent their becom- 
ing members of the commission. 

Capt. Wood did not come to his pres- 
ent place simply because he happened 
to’ be an army man with influential 
friends. His detail was requested in 
1905 under the administration of John 
F. Stevens as chief engineer, and under 
the organizer of the canal working 
force, Jackson Smith, he demonstrated 
his ability. When Goethals went to 
Panama in 1907 and the army régime 
began, Wood was already assistant 
manager of the Department of Labor, 
Quarters, and Subsistence. When Goeth- 
als made his reorganization in 1908 
Wood was appointed Assistant Chief 
Quartermaster to Gen. Devol because he 
knew more about the job than any one 
else did. 


PERISHES TO SAVE ANOTHER 


Elevator Attendant Pushes Man to 
Safety—Hurt Himself. 


William Rosener, 19 years old, of 413 
East 147th Street, lost his life, shortly 
before noon yesterday, in saving David 
Hall, a 70-year-old salesman, from being 
crushed in an unruly elevator at 719 
Broadway. Going down, with Moses 
Garfunkel as a passenger, Rosener 
stopped the car at the fifth floor to 
take Hall to the street. The car shot 


upward suddenly just as Hall started 
to enter.

LAUDS UNWRITTEN LAW

Democratic leaders asserted that the 
Bristow amendments would be voted

Senator Bristow charged that the 
‘American Sugar Refining Company,

Senator Cummings said the removal of 
the sugar duty in 1916 would tend to 
abrogate the present reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba, because it would abolish 
the Cuban sugar preferential, the chief 
provision of the treaty.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina, in the first 
set speech he has delivered in a long 
time, warned female suffragists to-day 
that in their agitation for the vote they 
were striking the heaviest possible blow 
at women, and that by bringing women 
to the level of men society itself would 
be overthrown. The ‘ Pitchfork Sena- 
tor '’ spoke slowly, reading from type- 
written notes, but his friends said that 
{t sounded like the old Tillman to hear 
him denounce, as he did incidentally, 
the spread of divorce and the search of 
certain American fathers for titled sons- 
in-law. 

Mr. Tillman’s speech was in explana- 
tion of an article on ‘‘ The Mission of 
Woman,’’ by the late Dr. Alfred Taylor 
Bledsoe, which he had inserted in The 
Record, and which was recently ex- 
punged as an attack on the women of the 
North. 

Mr. Tillman said the article had been 
unfairly attacked as an expression of 
sectionalism, as if it were a recent pub- 
lication. As a matter of fact, he ex- 
plained, Dr. Bledsoe died in 1877, and 


the horror he expressed at the thought of 
female suffrage came from his fear that 
women would take part in the corrup- 
in the 


tion that undermined politics 
South in the days of reconstruction. 


**I sincerely believe,’’ said Mr. Til- 


man, ‘‘ that the usefulness and goodness 
of woman vary inversely as the extent 
of her participation in politics. I be- 
lieve she will improve politics, but ulti- 
mately politics: will destroy her as we 
know her and love her. * * * It appears 
to me that the relation between ‘ votes 
for women’ and divoree, if not one of 
cause and effect. 1s at least one of mut- 
ual acceleration.”’

ASKS BRITISH TO EXHIBIT. 


Barrett Cables Merchants to Obtain 
Representation at Panama Fair. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—In an effort 
to persuade British manufacturers to 
participate in the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position at San Francisco in 1915, in 
spite of the refusal of the British Gov- 
ernment to do so, John Barrett, Di- 
rector of the Pan-American Union, sent 
a long cablé message to-day to the 
London Chamber of Commerce, urging 
it to use its influence in that direction. 
Mr, Barrett also sent similar cable mes- 
sages to Count von Bernstorff, the Ger- 
man Ambassador to this country, and 
M. Jusserand, the French Ambassador 
to the United States, who are in 

Europe. 
Germany has definitely declined the 
invitations of the United States to par- 


ticipate. The French Government has 
accepted, although {t has shown con- 
cern over the failure of the United 
States to provide adequate protection 
from commercial piracy of French tex- 
tile designs that may be exhibited at 
San ,Francisco. Barrett apparently 
feared that French manufacturers 
might not follow the example of their 
government and urged Ambassador 
Jusserand to induce the manufacturers 
of his country to take part in the Ex- 
position. 

Mr. Barrett was led to take action 
through the receipt by the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union of many tnquiries, some of 
them by cable from European business 
interests, particnlarly in England, Ger- 
many and France, regarding the ad- 
vantage of participation in the exhi- 
bition. : 

Germany’s official notification to the 
State Department that it would not 
participate in the Exposition explained 
that German manufacturers and other 
interests evinced a general unwilling- 
ness to send their goods for exhibition 
on account of the great expense and 
disproportionate returns, and that the 
government did not feel it could accept 
the invitation in view of the opposition 
of the German industrial classes, which 
are thought to be tired of exhibitions. 

In a_ statement on the subject the 
State Department says it ‘‘may not be 
impossible to adduce further considera- 
tions looking to a reconsideration of the 
decision of the German Government.”

CHICAGO CUBS FINED $500. 


President Grayson of Louisville De- 
barred for Violating Baseball Laws. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 18.—The 
Chicago National League Club was to- 
day fined $500 by the National’ Baseball 
Commission for farming players to 
Louisville of the American Association, 
while William Grayson, Jr., former 
President of the Louisville Club, is de- 
barred from connection with any Na- 
tional agreement club until he has been 
reinstated by the commission. The de- 
cision handed down to-day, says: 

“Grayson submitted a claim for 
$2,000 against the Chicago National 
League Club, predicted in a signed agree- 
ment by its President to pay the former 
that sum if Player Cheney were retained 
by the Chicago Club after May 1, 1912. 
This side of the agreement was dated 


| Aug. 17, 1911, under which date a regular 

agreement between the Louisville Club 
and the Chicago Club was filed with the 
commission, setting forth the release of 
Players Lennox and Cheney by Louis- 
ville to Chicago for a consideration of 
$3,500 in cash and the services of two 
players in the Spring of 1912, before May 
1 of that year. This agreement was ap- 
proved and promulgated. The side 
agreement was never submitted to the 
| commission. 

** President Murphy admitted in his de- 
fense that he was a stockholder in the 
Louisville Club in 1910, 1911, and 1912, 
and filed @ counter claim against Mr. 
Grayson for his share of that club’s 
profits for these years and on other 
grounds. 

‘‘ Both parties submitted copies of cor- 
| respondence between them that proves 
| that both have been guilty of farming 
| and have repeatedly and deliberately de- 
ceived the commission by the practice 
of releasing players under approved 
agreements and offsetting by the stipu- 
lated consideration by exchanging checks 
and_have also through collusion, disre- 
garded _or evaded its rules and regula- 
tions. For these reasons the commission 
declines to consider the claim and coun- 
ter claim of these parties. 

‘““The commission cannot condone of- 
fenses, however, and a fine of $500 is 
therefore imposed on the Chicago Na- 
tional League Club. 

‘“‘As Mr. Grayson {s not amenable to 
baseball law, he is hereby debarred from 
connection with a National agreement 
club or league until he has been pro- 
nounced in good standing by the com- 
mission.”

Then, too, I{t 
seems {improbable that that astute mon- 
arch would invite a publicity probe even 
after a century had emphasized his vir- 
tues and buried his defects. More wise- 
ly might he have invested his little bit 
in a supervised estimate by a contem- 
porary, and trusted to his contact with 
the great Corsican to keep his memory 
green. 

If it be true, however, as we seriously 
doubt, then the pity of it is that ArEex- 
ANDER could have gotten just as good a 
prize history for one-sixth the sum, and

and a half going to waste. It would 
probably be rash to attempt to fix the 
exact point where WerBER’s law would 
begin its operation and the extra thou- 
sands cease to have any effect on the 
quality and quantity of the prize en- 
tries.

In 
a superb effort to look down the vista 
of a hundred years, ALEXANDER has 
made a miscalculation and overesti- 
mated twentieth century advertising 
rates. 

Of the total adult 
population of the 
United States seven- 
teen millions are un- 
married.

His re- 
port brings us to the realization that 39 
out of every 100 men over 20 years of 
age in the United States—almost two- 
fifths—are unmarried, and, what is still 
more terrifying, the spinsters are in the 
lead by about 6 per cent., while in Lon- 
don they outnumber the bachelors by 


over 22 per cent. 

In addition, we have the disquieting 
mortality figures from Prof. W. L. 
Wucox of Cornell University, showing 
an amazingly high death rate for the 
unmarried. For instance, the death 
rate for unmarried men between the 
ages of 30 and 39 is 119 per cent. 
greater than that for married men of 
the same age, and 37 per cent. greater 
in the case of unmarried women between 
the ages of 50 and 59. 

The United States census for 1910 dis- 
courages. pessimistic speculation, for 
there has been a small but gradual in- 
crease in the percentage of married per- 
sons in this country since 1890. But it 
does not follow that the next census will 
record the same upward curve. The

FINDINGS DISGUST DANIELS. 


He Censures Naval Court-Martial 


for Condoning Arms’s Offense. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Secretary 
Daniels expressed his extreme disgust 
to-day at the findings of the court- 
martial {in the trial of Paymaster T. J. 
Arms, U. S. N., charges against whom 
grew out of the gr.ft scandal involving 
stewards of the battleships Louisiana 
and New Hampshire. The Secretary 
approved the first finding, which found 
Paymaster Arms gullty of culpable in- 
efficiency and recommended that he be 


reduced three numbers in his grade. 
The four other findings he disapproved. 

Under the law the Secretary of the 
Navy has the power to send the find- 
ings of a court back for reconsidera- 
tion, but he cannot direct any modifica- 
tion of the findings of the court. But 
for this restriction on his authority 
Secretary Daniels would have sent the 
case back for a retrial. 
which th@® stewards were charged had 
been carried on for years, and the 
amount taken amounted to thousands of 
dollars. Two stewards were detected, 
and eight merchants of Nofolk were 
shown to have profited by illicit dealings 
with them. 

One steward. George T. Davis of the 
Louisiana, confessed and received im- 
munity for his crime. The other, W. T. 
Dickey of the New Hampshire was 
convicted and is serving a sentence at 
the Naval Prison at Portsmouth, N. H. 
None of the merchants involved was 
convicted. Thus only one man was con- 
victed and punished for gragt opera- 
tions which in the case of Davis alone, 
according to his confession, caused the 
Government a loss of $7,050. Davis 
made restitution of the amount and is 
still in the service. 

It was stated at the Navy Department 
to-day that Paymaster Arms_ was 
charged with being culpably inefficient 
in the performance of his duty in failing 
to safeguard the interests of the United 
States, thereby allowing a chief com- 
missary steward, in collusion with con- 
tractors, to defraud the United States 
;of large sums of money amounting to 
| $7,050, or upward. Other charges were 
that Paymaster Arms, being- responsible 
for a shortage existing in the ship’s 
store of the Louisiana, with a view to 
concealing this shortage caused to be 
sold in the ship’s store canned pine- 
apples of the value of $139 which be- 
longed to the general mess of the 
Louisiana; that Arms, after wrongfully 
selling the pineapples, converted the 
proceeds to his own use, and that he 
rendered false returns in which he 
credited himself with the value of the 
pineapples as having been issued to and 
consumed by the general mess. 

The court found Arms guilty 
pable negligence and not guilty 
other charges. 

Secretary Daniels placed 
ing remarks upon the record: 

“In spite of the fact that the sen- 
tence is totally inadequate, six members 
of the court, three of them officers of 
the Pay Corps, apparently regarded 
even this light sentence as too severe 
and recommended the accused ‘to the 
clemency of the, reviewing authority.’

to THE TIMES says as 
a smoker for many years that he recently 
decreased his consumption of the weed to 
half proportion without a sense of depriva- 
tion. This suggests that many of our in- 
dulgences are wants rather than needs. For 


many years the items of my breakfast were 


two soft-bolled or otherwise prepared eggs 
with bacon. It was not through reason 
of special fondness for the fare, but because 
such was regularly placed before me with- 
out complaint on my pert. When the price 
of eggs reached a high figure, it aroused 
the indignation of multitudes, implying es- 
timation of the edible as being indis- 


pensable. Without the need of financial 


‘economy, but in an experimental vein, I 
eschewed the articles and suffered nothing 
from abstension, and have not thus far 
resumed their consumption. 

For many years I kept port, sherry and 
madeira in the house, though generally con- 
fining their use to Sunday dinners.

ANKLE DEEP SHIPPED. 


Harmsworth Cup Challenger Sent 
to England for Races. 


It was announced in yachting circles 
that Count Casimir S. Man- 
towski’s giant hydroplane, Ankle Deep, 
hadq been shipped to England to compete 
in the Harmsworth Cup races at the 
Solent, Isle of Wight, next month. Ankle 
Deep won the gold cup at Alexandria 
Bay, and was sent to Montreal, from 
which port she was shipped to Liverpool, 
and upon arrival will be taken direct to 
the South of England, where she will 
be put into racing trim for the races. 

Ankle Deep was selected as a chal- 
lenger at the elimination trials at Hunt- 
ington Bay races, but Count Mankowskti 
declined the invitation to compete, owing 
to his speed boat being entered in the 
Alexandria Bay races. ‘The _ Interna- 
tional Committee of the Motor Boat Club 
of America secured a postponement of 
the international races, and the owner 
of Ankle Deep consented to send his 
boat after the competition for the Gold 
Cup. 

In the races at Alexandria Bay Ankle 
Deep averaged about forty-five miles an 
hour over the thirty-mile course. This 
is about the game speed accredited to 
Maple Leaf, the English boat which won 
the Harmsworth Cup last year, and will 
defend it next month.

— MARKETS 


Prices Improve on Small Trad- 
ing—News of Rain Helps, 
but Corn Again Rises. 


More improvement occurred in the 
stock market during the early trad- 
ing yesterday than was maintained 
throughout the session, but nearly 
all stocks showed some net gain for 
the day, and a few of the active issues 
profited by the day’s operations to the 
extent of a full point or more. The 
news of rain in sections which had been 
much in need of it was a factor of con- 
sequence in imparting strength to 
prices on the Stock Exchange, but the 
later advices of the day caused some- 
what less importance to be given to 
this news than was attributed to it 
early in the day, for it appeared that 
wide areas in those States where the 
drought had been most severe were still 
without substantial relief. But the 
weather seems to be changing in those 
States as well as in the others which 
have suffered from lack of rain, and it 
may well be that further relief will be 
quickly afforded. That would, come too 
late of course to undo much of the 
damage which has been done, but it 
would go far toward preventing further 
injury to live stock. Were it not fbr 
the magnificent wheat yield, the current 
news from the crop growing sections 
would be much more seriously dis- 
turbing. 

There was made public yesterday the 
record of the country’s exports of 
agricultural products during July. They 
showed an increase of 80 per cent. over 
the same month last year, and exceeded 
the July agricultural exports in any 
year since 1901. Somewhat curiously 
that was the year whose condition In 
respect to the crops is being par- 
alleled this year. It was in 1901 that a 
new high record was set in the pro- 
duction of wheat,.and that corn showed 
a falling off of 580,000,000 bushels, or 
27 per cent. from the crop the previous 
year. This year a new high record 
has been set for the wheat crop and 
we stand to lose an amount of corn 
compared with last year’s yield which 
approximates the decline which occurred 
from 1900 to 1901. Even if the reduc- 
tion in bushels should be somewhat 
greater, the loss in percentage this year 
will be less because of the much larger 
crop with which this year’s is com- 
pared. 

The current large movement of wheat 
to market indicates a continuance of 
the conditions which led to the large 
exports of breadstuffs last month. In 
this matter the prospect of a very large 
crop has played a part, but so, too, have 
the tightness of the money market, and 
the effort of the banks to clear up loans 
on last year’s product by way of pre- 
paring for the demands which will arise 
this year. No doubt the greatest pres- 
sure in that direction has already been 
exerted, but there is nothing to indi- 
cate a_ disposition throughout’ the 
country to abandon the position of ad- 
vantage which has_ been _ obtained 
through the preparation of recent weeks 
and months. The money position is 
better. That is generally recognized, 
but it is not so much better that it can 
with impunity be put under any un- 
necessary strain. 

A transfer of cash was made yester- 
day through the Sub-Treasury to Chi- 
cago. That and the cash loss reported 
by the banks on Saturday are remind- 
ers of the demand which the banks 
here will have to meet as the crop 
season advances. That this demand is, 
so to speak, taken for granted, is 
shown by the way these facts are ac- 
cepted by the money market. Call 
money was even cheaper yesterday than 
it had been. Preparation has been made 
against this very sort of demand, and 
the money market is not taken by sur- 
prise. No preparation, however, has 
been made against large demands for 
money for speculative operations, and 
if they were to arise they would proba- 
bly prove disconcerting. That is one 
reason why they are not likely to 
arise, or at least one reason why they 
are likely to be discouraged. This fact 
must for some time remain a practical 
factor in the stock market.

THE 
TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


A Popular Vote. 


The big gong on the floor of the Stock 
Exchange boomed out a call yesterday 
for those members who want to have 
trading suspended on the Saturday pre- 
ceding Labor Day to come forward to 
sign a petition. Each signature is an 
affirmative vote, those preferring to 
work manifesting that peculiar state of 
mind by abstaining from attaching their 
signatures. Judging by the rate at 
which brokers were signing, there will 
be no negative votes. The Governors 
wil! hold a special meeting to vote on 
the closing proposition, and it was said 
that there was no question but that the 
session would be omitted on Aug. 30 to 
enable brokers and their employes to 
have a three-day outing.

Consistent Rise of Copper Group. 


Sixteen-cent copper is having its re- 
flection in the stock market with more 
emphasis, as far as the financial com- 
munity is concerned, than in the market 
for the metal. In the past ten days, 
when the general list has displayed the 
effect of short selling and realizing sales 
by occasional weakness, the copper 
shares have shown much stability, and 
when the market moved forward with 
power there have been few other shares 
to show greater vigor than Amalga- 
mated and Smelters. Utah, Chino, Ten- 
nessee, and Ray Consolidated have been 
only less strong. In the gossip of the 
board room floor the copper issues have 
been looked upon as a good “buy” 
even when the professional traders were 
most bearish, and those who took posi- 
tions on the short side have had ample 
reason to question their judgment. The 
rise of the copper stocks has stood forth 
in sharp contrast with the advance of 
Steel when the underlying factors of the 
two industries are compared. The cop- 
per issues accompanied forward the in- 
creasing value of the metal, while Steel 
shot upward in the face of decreasing 
prices of finished steel products. Move- 
ments of the sort are by no means un- 
usual in the experience of the Street, 
but they lose nothing of worth as topics 
for comment in the commission houses 
because of the fact. 

*,* 
More Evidence on Car Shortages. 


President Darius Miller of the Bur- 
lington adds his testimony to that of 
Arthur Hale of the American Railway 
Association to prove that there is no 
real necessity for the annual car short- 
age which comes with the crop move- 
ment. ‘‘ There is nothing mysterious 
about the alleged shortages,’’ said Mr. 
Miller in a Chicago interview. ‘‘ As a 
matter of fact, there has not been for 
several years any real shortage in the 
number of cars needed at any time. 
The trouble is that the cars are not 
kept moving. This is caused by unneces- 
sary delays in loading and unloading 
shipments, and by some smaller roads 
in detaining for their own use cars of 
other systems, but it is not always the 
small roads which are guilty of this 
so-called car stealing. If all the cars 
of the country were promptly handled 
by railroads, shippers, and everybody 
having to do with traffic there would 
be no shortage; there are enough cars, 
The real trouble is not mechanical, but 
human—that is, lack of co-operation. 
For several years railroads have been 
buying equipment as fast as it could 
be manufactured, and careful statisti- 
cians say the total number of cars, if 
kept moving, would take care of all 


business.’’

Weather Hopes and Fears. 


All signs point toward the closing half 
of August giving a complete demonstra- 
tion of the effect of weather news on 
stocks. The Street has already had a 
rather full quota of hopes and fears 
from reports of the ravages of drought, 
but there are still indications that much 
suspense will yet be suffered from dry 
weather dispatches, and tales of frost 
are now coming forward. In accordance 
with Wall Street’s fixed habit of passing 
as rapidly on from one trouble to an- 
other as circumstances and expediency 
will permit, it may be predicted that 
gloomy tales of a parched corn belt will 
probably hold their potency for another 
week. By that time, it was argued yes- 
terday, the lack of moisture will have 
done its worst. Frost will then have its 
opportunity as an ally to the bearish 
army, a position it is already ma- 
noeuvring to occupy in strong force.

Where Gambling Thrives. 


In no other city in the world, it would 
seem, does money circulate with the 
rapidity it attains in Buenos. Aires. 
Vices which have been largely sup- 
pressed in this city are. encouraged there 
by the Government, with the natural 
result that gambling has come to play 
a larger part each year in the national 
life. To such an extent has the mania 
for play taken hold of the populace that 
the authorities are beginning to take 
alarm. In the latest yeatbook issued 
by Buenos Aires, copies of which were 
received in this city yesterday, the head 
of the municipal government says that 
‘*in several years past I have drawn 


attention to the alarming development 
of the passion for gambling among us. 
It is enough to say that in the year 
1907 the amount gambled reached $59,- 
000,000, and five years later, in 1911, 
$112,000,000, to understand the certain- 
ty which I maintained that it showed 
an alarming increase.’’ In 1908 the sum 
bet publicly, excluding the amounts 
wagered on the national lotteries, was 
$59,649,000; in 1909, $71,812,000; in 1910, 
103,751,000, and in 1911, $112,470,000. 
Second only to the amounts gambled 
are the sums spent on the lottery. The 
value of the tickets issued for the na- 
tional lottery in 1911 was $38,075,000, out 
ot the proceeds of which $26, "652, ‘000’ was 
distributed in prizes and $8,958, 000 given 
to charity. Most of the money used in 
gambling is wagered on horse races, 
which are held the year round.

Stocks of two of the major express

OVER FUSION SLATE 


Levenson Advises County Ex- 
ecutive Committee to Bolt and 
Name Whitman for Mayor. 





SAYS HE WON’T CONSENT 


Hapgood Asserts District Attorney 
Authorized Him to Say He Would 
Not Desert Fusion Cause. 





The fight among the Republicans in 
this city over the question of indorsing 
the Fusion ticket became so bitter yes- 
terday that it was predicted that the 
organization would throw the Fusion 
slate over and nominate a straight He- 
publican ticket, with District Attorney 


Whitman at the head. The controversy 
between the Fusion and anti-Fusion fac- 
tions in the organization came to a 
head at a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Republican County 
Committee, which lasted for hours yes- 
terday. When it was over the members 
of the Executive Committee were evenly 
divided on the question of bolting. 

The committee will meet again at 4 
o’clock this afternoon and discuss the 
proposal to adjourn the meeting of the 
city Designating Committee called for 
to-night at the Murray Hill Lyceum. 
The Republicans who oppose the Fusion 
ticket want an adjournment, while the 
Fusion supporters want the meeting to 
go on. The Bronx and Kings County 
Republicans, it is said, favor adjourn- 
ment, and with these back of them the 
New York County members who desire 
to wait a while before deciding on what 
to do feel they will have votes enough 
to put an adjournment resolution 
through. 

At the Executive Committee meeting 
yesterday, Joseph Levenson, leader of 
the Second Assembly District, led the 
forces opposed to Fusion. He advised the 
members to bolt the ticket put into the 
fiele by the Fusion Committee of 107 and 
nominate a straight Republican ticket, 
with District Attorney Whitman as the 
candidate for Mayor. Judging from the 
applause wiich greeted the speech, Mr. 
Levenson had the sympathy of most of 
the committee. 

Samuel S. Koenig, Chairman of the 

County Committee, tried to nold the 
committee in check with a speech fa- 
voring fusion. “He said that what the 
Republicans should consider more than 
anything else was the defeat of Tam- 
many, and that this could not be accom- 
plished without fusion. He. said it was 
time for the Republicans to swallow 
their disappointment and go in unself- 
ishly to try and drive Tammany from 
power. He told the committee that he 
Was opposed to postponing the meeting 
of the Designating Committee. as he 
thought it was time the party went on 
record as favoring fusion. The fact that 
Mr. Koenig was one of the Republican 
leaders who opposed fusion bitterly 
when the slate was first made public 
and that he advised Mr. Whitman not 
to accept the Fusion nomination for | 
District Attorney, caused much com- 
ment yesterday. No vote was taken on 
the question of indorsing the Fusion 
ticket or of postponing the meeting of 
the Designating Committee. 
. There was little discussion of the 
county ticket at the meeting, the mem- 
bers centring their attention entirely 
upon the city nominations. The com- 
mittee also discussed at length the pro- 
posal to make a deal with the Progres- 
Sives regarding the Assemblymen and 
Aldermen. The Progressives are anxious 
to elect as many Assemblymen as pos- 
sible this year, and they have offered 
to support the Republican Aldermanic 
candidates if the Republicans will sup- 
port their Assembly nominations, 

When the committee was told that 
overtures louking to this arrangement 
had been made to the Republican lead- 
ers there was trouble immediately. Sev- 
eral members said they were unalter- 
ably opposed to any such arrangement, 
especially as it would give the Progres- 
sives the best end of the deal. To trade 
an Assemblyman for an 
out of al! proportion, they argued. Alex- 
afider Brouzh, leader of the Nineteenth 
District, headed the opposition to the 
plan. 

Chairman Koenig is worried over the 
fact that both Jacob Livingston of the 
Kings Ccunty forces and John J. Kne- 
witz of the Bronx Committee favor post- 
ponin~ acticn by the Designating Com- 
mittee and he will confer with them 
at 10 o'clock this morning. Knewitz is 
bitter over the action of the Fusion 
Committee in arranging a Bronx Coun- 
wy. Slate without consulting the local 

epublican leaders. The Judiciary 
Committee would adjourn to-night, it 
‘was said, as it would not be able to do 
anything until the county slate was de- 
cided upon 

Tne Whitman Independent League 

_ ‘was still working hard for the nomina- 
\ tion of the District Attorney for Mayor. 
It was said last night that it had 2,000 
signers to its petition, and that it would 
have 4,000 signers or enough to nom- 
inate the District Attorney on an in- 
dependent ticket before the time for 
filing independent nominations expired. 

Norman Hapgood, Chairman of the 
Citizens’ Municipal Committee, the Fu- 
sion! organization, issued this statement 
last night, when he heard there was a 
cere? that the Republicans might 

olt the Fusion ticket and nominate 
Mr. Whitman. 

“Just before Mr. Whitman departed 
for Bretton Woods on Saturday he au- 
thorized me to state for him in the 
most positive terms, whenever I thought 
the occasion invited it, that he would 
not give any consideration whatever to 
such a suggestion, no matter what the 
circumstances might be. He said that 
he had accepted the nomination for a 

articular office and that he would 

ight through to the end on that line. 

** Anybody who talks about the pos- 
sibility of nominating Mr. Whitman for 
Mayor does not understand the District 
Attorney’s character. He is not the 
kind of man to promise his adherence 
and then run away on any pretext what- 
ever.

MERCANTILE BILLS ACTIVE. 


Increased Demand for Paper — No 
Signs of Cut In Discount Rate. 


Wall Street toox much encouragement 
over the general credit and monetary 


situation yesterday through definite as- 
surances that the commercial paper 
market has grown active. As an illus- 
tration of increased movement of mer- 
cantile bills since the first of the month 
announcement was made in brokerage 
circles that one of the leading banks had 
purchased $4,000,000 of paper within the 
last few days. A partner in an import- 
ant commercial paper house, in com- 
menting on this large single . transac- 
tion, said that it was representative” of 
what many of the country’s ‘smaller 
banks were doing and that his firm had 
been handling, as he expressed it, a 
*‘land office ’’ business in bills lately. 

In some banking quarters of the Street 
the entrance into the paper market of 
institutions which had been holding aloof 
for months Ps npher pos id was considered 
as an indication of the improvement of 
credit since Secretary of the Treasury 
McAdoo offered plenty of Government 
funds to move the crops. This opinion 
was by no means unanimous, but it was 
generally acknowledged that the flow of 

aper into the banks showed that the 
anks were confident that their resources 
were sufficiently strong to admit of 
easement. 

A significant feature of the buying lies 
in the fact that the banks are not dis- 
criminating so closely between differ- 
ent classes of paper as they did in July. 
Furthermore, the longer maturities are 
proving attractive, ana over the year 
paper is reported as moving in volume 
many per cent. greater than last month. 
A prominent broker said yesterday that 
the bulk of his recent sales had been of 
bills which would be called upon for 
payment in February and March. 

While the demand for bills has in- 
creased, discount rates have not yet 
displayed signs of receding from the 

level quoted for the greater part 
on the year. Six per cent. is the min- 
imum figure, as far as could be learned 
yesterday, and much business is being 
done on a 6% per cent. basis. The most 
varied demand comes from interior 
banks, and it is believed that consider- 
able buying has been by institutions 
which desired commercial paper to use 
as collateral to secure a part of the spe- 
cial funds offered by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


TO SAVE ROSEVILLE CO. 


Directors Plan to Supply Cash to 
Make Up Deficiency. 


While Newark detectives are searching 


for Raymond E. Smith, the missing 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Roseville 
Trust Company, which was closed last 
week by the State Department of Bank- 
ing and Insurance, arrangements are 
being made by two of the Directors, Ed- 
ward D. Dunn and G. Rowland Munroe, 
to reopen the trust company as soon as 
the bank examiners have completed their 
investigation. These Directors propose 
to supply cash to make up the deficiency 
revealed by the bank examiners and to 
purchase the stock of any shareholders 
at a price to be based on the assets left 
when the affairs of the concern are set- 
tled. 

Detectives Cordano and Keogh of the 
Newark Detective Bureau, who received 
the warrant late Saturday night 
Smith’s arrest, said yesterday that the 
missing bank official was being protect- 
ed by friends. It was said that criminal 
action might be taken against one or 
more of those suspected of harboring 
him. Representatives of the National 
Surety Company, which was on Smith’s 
bond for $20,000, said yesterday that 
they knew where Smith was, and that 
they could get him at any time they de- 
sired. 

The complaint against Smith was made 
by Elliot Hardon, chief examiner for 
the State Banking Department. In it 
Smith was charged with asserting on 
June 6 that the deposits subject to de- 
mand at that time were $274,640, when 
they actually exceeded $400,000. Upon 
this complaint an indictment will be 
sought. Special Deputy Commissioner 
L. R. Vredenburgh, who is in charge of 
the trust company’s affairs, said yes- 
terday that the books of the trust com- 
pany were doctored. 

Sheriff Harburger of this county served 
an attachment for $1,337 on deposits 
of the Roseville Trust Company of New- 
ark, in a bank in New York. ‘The at- 
tachment was in favor of James H, Mc- 
Mahon, on an assigned claim of Armour 
& Co., on two certified checks, dated 
Aug. 9, 


DRIFT IN DISABLED BOAT. 


Motor Party Has a Trying Experl- 
ence in Great South Bay. 


After axttine half the night on Great 


South Bay in a disabled motor boat, 
four ereend, of whom two were young 
women, were towed in the boat to the 
pee! at Sayville. L. I., early syesterday. 

Yistracted friends and relatives, who 
had sent searching parties out several 
hours before, were waiting on the pier 
for them. 

The party was made up of Everitt 
Terry of Sayville, one other Man, and 
the Misses Elsie and Elizabeth Williams 
of Ozone Park, Long Island, In Terry’s 
motor boat the party started on Sunday 
for Fire Island Beach. The voyagers 
were returning about sundown when the 
engine broke down not far from the 
beach. The men worked over the engine 
for an hour, but could not repair 't. 
Then Terry. in a rowboat which he had 
been towing, started for the beach to 
obtain help. 

It took him two hours to reach shore 
and find a man who volunteered to re- 
pair the motor boat. By that time it 
was dark, and the two in the rowboat 
could net find the disabled craft.

Boatloads of searchers had put out 
from Sayville.

Closing of Britting’s Eating 
House Ends Old Village’s 
Most Famous Exhibit. 





ONE BILL 160 YEARS OLD 





So Complete Was the Collection 
That the Restaurant Was Called 
“The Little Hall of Fame.’ 





Old Greenwich Village* which has lost 
many of its quaint and historic land- 
marks since business began, a tew years 
ago, to invade that quiet residential 
part of the city, has recently. suffered 


| another loss in the passing away of one 
ot its best-known eating houses. ‘his 
was Charies A. Britting’s restaurant, 
which, for years, occupied the ground 
floors of two of the oldest houses in 
upper Greenwich, facing that minute 
triangular “‘square’’ known on the map 
as Jackson Park. The buildings were at 
124 and 126 Greenwich Avenue, in a tiny 
block which runs into-Thirteenth Street 
at the east and Highth Avenue at the 
west. 

For forty-three years Mr, Britting 
catered to his neighbors and many no- 
tables beside, for the restaurant was 
famous for something more than its good 
old-fashioned cooking. its fame lay in 
the great collection. of theatrical play 
bills, autographs of celebrated trage- 
cd4ans and comedians and signed photo- 
graphs. These memorials, trom which 
might be written _a great part of the 
stage history of New York City were 
displayed on the walls of the little res- 
taurant beginning almost at the floor 
and extending to the low Ceiling. 

Years ago a popular comedian, who 
was one of the trequent habitues of the 
place, | jnamed it “The Little Hall of 
Fame,” and although the _ proprietor 
never had a sign painted, nearly every 
one in Greenwich Village has known it 
by that name for a generation. 

‘More than forty years ago, when Mr. 
Britting went there from Newark, N. 
he paid $100 a month for his smali 
rooms, and he was still paying the same 
price when, owing to a change of own- 
ership a few weeks ago, he was forced 
to move outi Years of 5 ote patronage 
and frugal management have given him 
a competence sufficient to live on dur- 
ing the remaining years of his life, and 
so he gracefully retired from business 
and moved his theatrical treasures into 
an old Horatio Street residence. There 
they remain fairly bulging out of the 
trunks, barrels and boxes in which they 
are packed, and, as Mr. Britting stood 


he confessed with amazement that he 
never would have believed he _ could 
have collected So many play bills ‘in 
forty years if he had not been forced 
to pack them up in the smallest possible 
compass. 

Several collectors of New York dra- 
matic material, who have long had an 
eye on some of the rareties which graced 
the walls of the little restaurant, have 
visited the Horatio Street house, and 
they have generally come away with a 
good-sized package under their arms. 

“T never sold a play bill from my 
restaurant,” said Mr. Britting, “but 
what is the use of keeping so many now 
when I have no place in which to show 
them. I only ‘hope that the new owners 
will get as much pleasure out of them 
as I have enjoyed in their collecting. It 
is the only hobby I ever had. So many 
of the actors whose names appear in big 
letters on the bills have visited my res- 
taurant to talk over old times and look 
at the bills of earlier days that I feel 
something like a personal friendship .for 
them.’ 

Hundreds of the play bills were given 
to Mr. Britting by his friends on the 
stage, but in order to enlarge his col- 
lection he frequently purchased old bills 
at the various auction sales. One of his 
“finds’ the rarety of which he did not 
realize at the time, was a play bill of 
the old Nassau Street Theatre of 1753. 
This early house preceded the historic 
John Street Theatre, and it was_ the 
first amusement house in the citv which 
had anv measure of success This bill 
was sold a few davs ago by Mr. Britting 
to a new York collector for $100, It was 
a small hand bill. and Mr. Britting hon- 
ored it by a gilt frame. It bore the date 
of November 12. 1753. and in old-fash- 
ioned tyne stated that: 

By a company of Comedians at the New 
Theatre in Nassau Street, this evening, 
being the 12th of November, will be pre- 
sented, an Historical Play called King 

Richard III, to be added, the Farce, The 
Devil to Pay. Prices, Boxes, 6 shillings; 
pit, 4 shillings; gallery, 2 shillings. 

N. B.—Gentlemen and Ladies that choose

The Mr. Gaine mentioned was Hugh 
Gaine, who published one of the weekly 
newspapers at the time. He was a ves- 
tryman of Trinity Church, but as he 
sided with the Royalists during the 
Revolution he incurred the displeasure 
of most of the New York citizens after 
the Revolution. Many of the early books 
printed by Mr. Gaine are now very rare. 

Next to the Nassau Street Theatre 
bill, the oldest in Mr. Britting’s collec- 
tion, was one of the famous Drury Lane 
Theatre, London, of 1805. Some of the 
titles on the play bills are of interest, 
such as ‘‘ Mazeppa, or, the Wild Horse 
of Tartary,” “Nick of the Woods,” 
“Queen of the Air,” ‘Ihe Idiot Wit- 
nes¥,” “The Black’ Crook, ” and “ Di- 
-vorce.”” They take one back to the days 
of the old downtown theatres, when the 
Olympic, on Broadway between Hous- 
ton and Bleecker Streets, was a high- 
class place of amusement; Harrigan & 
Hart’s stood further up Broadway, and 
further still was the Fourteenth Street 
Theatre, which was Laura Keene’s play- 
house. Still further ‘uptown was the 
Park Theatre, at the corner of Broad- 
way and Twenty-second Street. 

ere the ex-Mayor, A. Oakey Hall, 
appeared for three weeks as the star 
character in his own play, in 1875. 

Mr. Britting has one of the bills, witteh 
are now very scarce. It announces 
Oakey Hall’s appearance as Wilmont 
Keirton, in ‘“ the highly successful melo- 
drama Crucible.” 

The Alhambra Palace.of America oc- 
cupied the site of the present Tammany 
Hall, and its grand opening night was 
advertised for April 4, 1870, Qne of the 
first occasions in which Tony Pastor 
figures is in Dan Rice’s great show at 
the National Theatre, Philadelphia, in 
March, 1860. Tony Pastor was then a 
clown, and is announced to appear “in 
quaint and inimitable drolleries inter- 
spersed with song, anecdote, and wit.” 

About seven years later we discover 
that Tony Pastor has his ‘ Opera 
House” at 201 Bowery, and he adver- 
tises on one of his programmes ‘60 
hams distributed on Monday evenings, 
10 barrels of flour given away) on 
Wednesdays, orders for ten tons of coal 
given away on Fridays.’ 

Particular interest, attaches to _ the 
bills in which figure the names of For- 
rest, Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, 
Charlotte Cushman, Joseph Jefferson, 
and George Christy of minstrel fame. 
In a bill dated July 9 and 10, 1866, one 
finds the first mention of Clara Morris 
who appeared as ‘“Moke’s Wife, in 
‘* Narcisse,’’ at Crosby’s Theatre, Chi- 
cago. It was not an important réle. She 
was then on the threshold of her career, 
before she achieved the success which 
se owed in part to the late Augustin 

aly.

ASK MASSA ABOUT MURDER. 


Arrested at Inwood, Police Seek 
Clue in Giordano Mystery. 


Detectives of the St. Nicholas Avenue 
Station yesterday afternoon arrested a 
man from whom they hope to learn 
something concerning the murder of the 


woman whose body was found near In- 
wood a week ago. The body was identi- 
fied as that of Salvatrice Giordano, the 
wife of Gregorio Giordano, who is now 
in the prison ward in Bellevue Hospi- 
tal under observation. 

The man arrested described himself as 
Charles Massa, 19 years old, of 411 
East Eighty-second Street. Mrs. Anna 
Bradford of 207 Emerson Street said 
that he had insulted her, and. he was 
held on a charge of disorderly conduct. 
He was arrested near the place where 
the woman's body was found. Detectives 
who are investigating the murder took 
him into custody. 

While searching yesterday afternoon 
for clues in the Inwood region Detec- 
tives Hawkins and Haggerty heard a 
woman cry for help. A moment later 
Mrs. Bradford came running toward 
them. She said that she had been in- 
sulted by a young Italian, and led the 





detectives to a spot near where the 
murdered woman’s body had _ been 
found. There twelve Italians were seen, 


and Mrs. Bradford pointed ow Massa 
as the man who had addressed her with 
insulting language and frightened her. 

Massa was taken before Magistrate 
Marsh in the Harlem Court, where 
he was held in $500 bail for examination 
to-day on a charge of’ disorderly con- 
duct. The police plied him with ques- 
tions in the effort to.learn if he knew 
anything about the murder. 

Mrs. Bradford has a gasoline launch 
which she keeps at Seeley’s boat house 
on. the Harlem River near 207th Street, 
and she was walking from the boat 
house after leaving her launch there 
when she met the Italian. _ 


ADIRONDACK FOREST ABLAZE 


Ten Square Miles in Essex County 
Burned Over and Flames Spreading. 


GLENS FALLS, Aug. 18.—One of the 


worst forest fires in the Adirondacks 
in many years is raging in Essex Coun- 
ty, near West Millbrook, and, fanned 
by a strong north wind, is sweeping 
through the forest, destroying thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of valuable tim- 
ber. Many farmers have taken their 
personal belongings and cattle and de- 
serted their homes. Several buildings 
have been destroyed. 

The fire has burned over an area of 
ten square miles, and the 200 farmers 
who are trying to check its progress 
are unable to make any headway _be- 
cause of the strong wind. At Port 
Henry, fifteen miles away, the flames 
are’ plainly visible, and the heavy 
smoke which has. settled over the 
village is causing much inconvenience. 
Many farmers have sought refuge there. 
They have abandoned all hope of their 
buildings being saved. 

Farm buildings and standing crops 





will be swept away unless rain falls 
soon. There is no indication of rain 
to-night. 


No rain has fallen in the Adirondacks 
in several weeks. The ground and 
underbrush are extremely dry, and 
many fires have started. Paper man-

time

SUICIDE IN DESPAIR 


Out of Work, Penniless, Home- 
less, Elizabeth Heath Takes 
Poison in Park.

COULD TRAMP NO LONGER| 


Had Slept on Park Benches, Eaten 
Picnickers’. Scraps, and Death 
Seemed Only Way Out. 





Elizabeth Heath, a Calitdrnia girl, 
18 years old, attempted to commit 
suicide last night in Stuyvesant Park 
by swallowing two bi-chloride of 
mercury tablets. She was despondent 
because she was unable-to obtain em- 
ployment and was homeless. George 
Tinkleman of 233 East Twenty-first 
Street, notified Sergeant Williams and 


Patrolman Toomey of the East Twenty- 
second Street Station, who hurried the 
girl to Bellevue Hospital. She will re- 
cover. In the hospital, after the girl} 
had been told that efforts would be} 
made to find her employment, she said | 
that she was glad she had not succeed- 
ed in killing herself but it had been 
either that or the streets. 
According to the story which the 
young woman told to the police her 
mother died in San Francisco in March 
last, and she was left alone, her father 
having died some time before. She had 
learned the feather curling trade and 
decided to come to this city. She ar- 
rived here about a.month ago and rent- 
ed a furnished room at 50 West Twelfth 


Street, and then started to look for 
employment, but was unsuccessful. Her 
money gave out two weeks ago and 


she was forced to give up her room. 
Since that time she has been spend- 
ing the nights in the parks and the 
days looking for work. 

The girl said that she managed to live 
by eating the scraps of food left by 
picknickers in the parks. She found a 
small sum of money in one of the parks 
on Saturday morning and on the same 
day saw an advertisement calling for 
feather curlers in a Newark, N. J., 
establishment. She went to Newark, 
but the place had been filled before she 
arrived. She decided then to purchase 
the poison, which she bought in a drug 
store in that city. 

She returned to this city and spent 
that night in Bronx Park. She made 
preparations on Sunday to take the 
poison in the park, but there were so 









that she did not wisn to mar thelr 
pleasure. 

She went from place to place seekin 
work yesterday without success, an 
last night drifted into Stuyvesant Park. 
She seated herself on a bench opposite 
Tinkleman, who was with two women 
friends. 

Tinkleman noticed the girl's dejected 
look. Her clothing was neat, he ob- 
served. She rested her head on the 
back of the bench for a time, and then 
Tinkleman saw her open a box and 
take something from it and place it in 
her mouth. He ran and told Sergt. 
Williams and Policeman Toomey, who 
returned with him. On the ground near 
the bench on which the girl sat they 
found the box, which had contained 
the poison. When she was questiomd 
the girl admitted that she had taken 
poison. 

The policeman carried her to the ly- 
ing-in hospital near by and then sent 
a hurry call to Bellevue Hospital for 
an ambulance. While awaiting the am- 
bulance Dr, Weaver ordered the police- 
men to force her to take the whites of 
eggs. The girl had lapsed into a stu- 
por. By the time Dr. McNabe had ar- 
rived with the ambulance from Belle- 
vue Hospital the treatment had showed 
its effect.

When she was asked to explain, the 
girl said that she was footsore, and 
could no longer seek for work, and had 
given up in despair. Sérgeant Williams 
told the girl that he would make every 
effort to aid her, and, although he 
would have to place her under arrest, 
he would explain to the Magistrate the 
circumstances of the case and was sure 
that she would be discharged in court. 
The girl was placed in the prison ward. 
She will bé kept in Bellevué until she 
has regained her strength fully. She 
told ps police that she had no relatives 
or friends in this city.
